Israel yesterday served notice that 
it Is determined to resist UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim's 
call 'for the Sinai-based UN 
Emergency Force (UNEF) to hand 
over -its functions to military 
observers, of the veteran UN Truce 
Supervision Organization (UNTSO). 
The real message was thijt UNTSO 
personnel will not be allowed to take 
positions anywhere in Sinai. 

The it, 000-man UNEF, which has 
acted as a buffer between Egypt 
Israel In the desert peninsula, began 
dismantling yesterday after Its man- 
date ended in accordance with a 
Security Council decision Tuesday 
night. The So viet Union had opposed 
the use of UNEF to help implement 
the Israel-Egyptfan peace treaty, to 
which Moscow is opposed. 

As a compromise, the USSR and 
the U.S. agreed to substitute the 
force by UNTSO, a separate, smaller 
UN body set up in 1948 to police 
cease-fires in the region. Some 120 
UNTSO officers out of Its 300-strong 
force aided UNEF In the past five 
years of UNEF's existence. 

Foreign Minister Moahe Dayan 
said yesterday that the wtAHrmfrig of 
UNTSO alone in Sinai was a problem 
because this force comes under the 
authority of the secretary-general 
rather than the Security Council — 
which has so far failed to endorse the 
peace treaty between Israel and 
Egypt. 

"How will they decide what con- 
stitutes a violation? will the Security 
Council take measures to prevent 
violations if it does not recognize the 
agreement?” Dayan asked -while 
talking to newsmen just before 
departing to Holland for a two-day 
visit. 

“There are other complications,” 
Dayan said while obviously alluding 
to former UN Secretary-General U 
Thant's decision to pull UNTSO out 
of Sinai in 2967 to set the stage far the 
Six Day War the folio wing week. 


Dayan made it clear that Israel 
would not allow UNTSO to function 
in Sinai unless Its mandate was 
modified. The foreign minister did 
not hide ids disappointment at what 
he called the "U-S. failure" to live up 
to its pledge to set up an alternative 
multinational force to take over 
from UNEF — in line with an under- 
taking annexed to the peace treaty. 

He told newsmen, with 
characteristic irony: “It is sur- 
prising that the Israel government, 
for some reason, believes that when 
we sign a treaty, even the Americans 
have to' keep their part of the 
bargain." 

He cautioned that the U.S. will 
have to discuss the peace-keeping 
issue in Sinai with Israel, since 
Jerusalem would not want to 

- "suggest to throw the agreement In 
the waste basket." Nor would it 
accept alternatives that "do not res- 
pond to Its security requirements as 
the Government of Israel sees 
them." 

The pdace treaty signed last 
March between Egypt and Israel — 
and endorsed by the U.S. — 
stipulates that a "United Nations 
force" should occupy buffer zones to 
ensure the treaty Is kept. Under the 
treaty, the U.S. .undertook to set up 
an international force to do the job 
should the mandate of UNEF ter- 
minate. 

Despite the controversy over the 
pe&ce-keeplng functions, pari of 
southwestern Sinai was returned by 
Israel to Egypt on schedule, without 
a hitch. 

It was the second of five stages In a 

- withdrawal plan that will return two- 
thirds of Sinai to Egypt by next 
January, by which time Cairo and 
Jerusalem are to norrpalize 
relations and exchange am- 
bassadors. Israel will relinquish the 
rest of Sinai, and return to the 
previous international border, in two 
and a half years.

— Israel yesterday 
withdrew from a 6 , 000 -square- 
ktlometre section of Sinai, returning 
the area to Egyptian sovereignty in 
the second suqh handover since the 
signing of the peace treaty last 
March. 

But in contrast to the pomp and 
circumstance that accompanied the 
handover of El-Aria h, the half-hour 
ceremony yesterday was simple. 

The Star of David was lowered and 
the Egyptian banner raised as 
military bands from both countries 
played the national anthems and 
honour guards stood at attention. 


Carter meets press 

WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter was due last night to 
hold a prime time televised news 
conference (3 a.m. Israel time) in a 
continuing effort to shore up public 
support tor his presidency. The press 
showdown was to be Carter's second 
in Washington since he began his 
term 38 months ago. . 


The sector returned yesterday is a 
mostly barren coastal plain, 
stretching about 110 km. along the 
Suez Gulf and extending inland to a 
Western Sinai mountain range about 
50 km. from the coast.

Hassan All, which said “the Egyp- 
tian flag that is now flying In the 
Sinai shows the whole world that ef- 
forts toward peace are more 
valuable than efforts. toward war.” 

The 4,000 Beduin residents of the 
region — which' reportedly includes 
manganese deposits in mines north 
of Umm Bugma that Israel has been 
exploiting for the past 12 years — 
held a giant celebration last night to 
mark their return to Egyptian rule.

Arab world sees Egypt’s 
hand in Mohsen attack

A number of Arab sources, in- 
cluding the FID, last night pointed 
accusatory fingers at Egypt for the 
attempt on the life of PLO military 
chief Zuheir Mohsen in Cannes early 
yesterday. 

The sources linked the point-blank 
shooting of Mohsen in a luxury 
apartment block with the attack on 
the Egyptian embassy In Ankara two 
weeks ago. The gunmen who seized 
the embassy in the Turkish capital 
identified themselves as members of 
an offshoot of the Syrian-bcked Saika 
terror grouping known aa the 
"Eagles of the Palestinian 
Revolution." 

Mohsen was head of Saika. as well 
as being a high-ranking official of 
Syria’s ruling Ba'ath Party. 

Egypt promised vengeance for the 
attack on its Ankara embassy. In 
which three people, including two 
Egyptian diplomats, died. 

A variety of sources hinted yester- 
day that Egypt has recently followed 
Israel's counter-terror lead by set- 
ting. up a “hit team," whose 
members tracked Mohsen to Cannes 
after the Organization of African 
Unity summit which he attended in 
Monrovia last week. 

But Egyptian Premier Mustapha 
Khalil yesterday dissociated his 
country from the attempted killing, 
saying Egypt has. "always condemn- 
ed terrorism in sill its forms." 

Both Israel and the U.S. were ac- 


cused of Involvement in the 
assassination attempt. Arab sources 
lumped them together with Egypt In 
the phrase "Camp David alliance.'' 
Most of the Arab world, including 
Syria and the PLO, oppose the peace 
process which was launched In 
Camp David, Maryland. 

Syria charged yesterday that the 
shooting was "directly connected 
with Zionism and the Camp David 
agreements." The national com- 
mand of the Ba'ath Party was said to 
be closely following developnenta. 

Observers saw the shooting of 
Mohsen as likely to rekindle the 
savage underground war between 
the aecret services of Middle 
Eastern countries, which has 
sometimes been waged outside the

Kaddouml meets Poncet 
for * Arafat tour talks’ 

PARIS (AP). — PLO Political 
Department head Farouk Kaddouml 
met in Paris yesterday with French 
Foreign Minister Jean Francois 
Poncet. Tight security and a news 
blackout were clamped on K&d- 
doumi's movements. The PLO of- 
ficer is believed to be in France mak- 
ing arrangements for a western tour 
by PLO chairman Yasser Arafat. 

France has long allowed the PLO 
to maintain offices and to operate 
freely on its territory. 


Joint communique seen at 
end of Meshel’s Egypt trip

CAIRO. — A joint communique on 
cooperation between the Histadrut 
and the federation of unions in Egypt 
Is expected to be issued today by 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroharo Meshel and Egyptian 
Labour Minister Sa’ad Mohammed 
Ahmed, president of the unions 
there. 

The announcement, wifi express 
the mutual desire for joint fraternal 
relations, friendship and understan- 
ding between the two bodies. The 
Egyptian federation has moire than 
nine million members, and the 
Histadrut has 2,300,000 members. 

Meshel; now on a visit to Egypt as 
guest of the minister and the unions, 
has met with public figures and has 
also visited seventy industrial enter- 
prises where he looked into con- 
ditions and pay.. 

"I hope for. cooperation between 
the two workers' movements," said 
Ahmed at a reception held last night 
for Meshel. Present were numerous 
labour leaders and other public 
figures. 

The Egyptian minister said after a 
friendly meeting yesterday that he 


hoped for more visits “In both direc- 
tions." 

He expressed the hope that the 
deliberations held by the two men 
would bear fruit and that the 
Histadrut would lend Its influence in 
Israel to the peace efforts. 

Ahmed said that some small 
problems still remain in the peace 
process and that these must be over- 
come. "I refer to the settlements," 
be said. 

"The settlements add nothing to 
Israel’s security." Ahmed con- 
tinued. "Only friendship between 
our two peoples will contribute to 
peace. My government is deter- 
mined to pursue peace and this 
peace must extend not only to Egypt, 
but also to all other Arab nations." 

Meshel replied that the people of 
Israel yearned for peace and he now 
'felt this same yearning in Egypt. He 
said his aim was to meet Egypt's 
workers and to get to know the or- 
dinary people. 

He Invited Egyptian union leaders . 
to come and see the Histadrut's work 
for themselves, and stressed that 10 
per cent of the Histadrut 
membership was composed of 
Arabs. 


Begin’s condition unchanged, 
but doctors reject visitors

A cutback on the number of 
visitors was ordered by doctors two 
days ago but yesterday the ban was 
extended to all but members of 
Be gin’s family and close aides. 

Others whose visits planned for 


yesterday were cancelled included 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'i — 
who was to have discussed problems 
within the Liberal Party; Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamlr — who was 
to have discussed several ministry 
issues; Jewish Agency Executive 
chairman Arye Dulzin; and a 
number of Knesset members from 
Lficud and the National Religious 
Party. 

Five soldiers from the Golani 
Brigade arrived at the hospital in the 
morning to extend the best wishes of 
their unit, but they were not per- 
mitted to see Begin. 

- A telegram from Frank Sinatra 
was among the many received at the 
hospital wishing the premier speedy 
recovery. 


Saika chieftain 

near death after 
Cannes shooting 

CANNES. — Zuheir Mohsen, military operations chief of the 
Palestine' Liberation Organization and head of its Syrian-backed 
Saika wing, was In "hopeless condition*' yesterday after an 
assassination attempt, police sources said, 

Mohsen. 43, was shot in the head at close range at 1 a.m. yesterday 
as he returned to his room in his apartment at a Cannes hotel that 
was converted into luxury flats. The attacker was one of two men 
waiting for him on the landing, the sources said. 


He was rushed to the St. Roch 
Hospital in nearby Nice. 

Doctors there yesterday were 
reported “very pesimistie" about his 
condition. He was said to be in a deep 
coma and fighting for his life. 

Sources said French police and the 
courter-lntelligence service, the DST 
(Department du Surveillance du 
Territolrci did not know of Mohsen's 
presence in the country. 

The sources said he possessed 
many passports, Including one of 
Chilean nationality, and passed 
through immigration control un- 
noticed. 

Mohsen was staying In Cannes with 
his wife en route home from leading 
the PLO delegation to last week's 
summit meeting of the Organization 
of African Unity In Monrovia. 
Liberia. 

The PLO delegation in Paris im- 
mediately blamed Israel for the At- 
tack. but police here said they 
thought inter- Arab rivalries might be 
the cause. 

Police said the PLO leader had 
time to ring the doorbell before he 
was shot through the right temple. 
His wife. Alia, opened the apartment 
door and found her husband lying on 
the landing. 

The entry doors to the luxury Gray 
d ’Albion building arc locked at night 
and apartment residents can open 
them by remote control after check- 
ing the identity of the visitor on 
closed-circuit television. 

Mrs. Mohsen. In their fourth-floor 
apartment, opened the door without 
hesitation when she recognized her 
husband, sources said. As Mohsen 
arrived at the floor and walked to the 
door, which Mrs. Mohsen was open- 
ing, a man hidden In a service stair- 
case fired at Mohsen from less than 
two metres away. 

The sources said another man ap- 
parently kept watch. 

According to Mrs. Mohsen and a 
caretaker in the apartment block, 
one of the attackers appeared to be 
Arab and the other European. 

Police said they had issued an 
overall alert to police stations 
throughout France to find the 
gunmen. 

The PLO bureau In Paris condemn-

cd Israel for the attempt on Mohsen's 
life, saying "This crime can only be 
the work of Israel or its agents." 

Police, however, said they were 
working on a theory that it was in 
reprisal for a Palestinian attack on 
the Egyptian embassy in Ankara 
earlier this month. Mohsen is believ- 
ed implicated In that attack. 

In Nice, heavy security was im- 
posed on the 51. Roch Hospital. There 
were guards around Mohsen's room 
and at all entrances to the hospital. 

Doctors at the hospital fear 
emergency brain surgery might 
cause his death. He was reported to 
have been operated upon once 
already. 

“He Is in very, very grave con- 
dition," said Dr. Jean Duplay, head 
of the neurology department. “It 
could be 24 to 48 hours before we 
know whether wc can go ahead." 

The hosptial listed Mohsen as In 
"hopeless condition" and in a coma 
following a “delicate operation." 

The Palestinian leader was being 
kept olive by a respiratory machine. 

Officials at Paris’ Orly Airport 
said Mohsen's brother, Maguid, and 
two PLO officials had arrived from 
Beirut and flew immediately to Nice.

Khalil slams terrorist acts

Reacting to the shooting of Saika 
chieftain Zuheir Mohsen in France 
yesterday. Egyptian Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil issued a blanket 
condemnation of "terrorism of any 
kind, against anyone." 

Speaking to Israeli and Egyptian 
reporters after he emerged from a 
meeting with Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres, Khalil said that 
"any person anywhere could be met 
by an assassin and shot. There Is no 
heroism In such an act. Differences 
between people must be bridged in a 
civilized way." 

Khalil also told reporters that 
President Anwar Sadat's visit to 
Haifa would begin on September 6. 
The visit was Initially scheduled for 
August 24 but was postponed dne to 
the Moslem holy month of Ramadan. 

On the second day of his visit to 
Egypt, the Israeli opposition leader 
met with Egyptian Vice-President 
Hosni Mubarak, Prime Minister 
Khalil and Butros Ghail, minister of 
state for foreign affairs. 

Khalil told reporters that the 
borders between Israel and Egypt 
would be opened according to the 
terms of the Camp David agree- 
ment. "All delays so far stemmed 
merely from the fact that Foreign 
Minister Dayan was ill." Khalil said. 
He stressed, as President Sadat had 
done a day earlier, that "normaliza- 
tion. honouring In spirit and letter 
the terms of the Camp David agree- 
ment, will begin one month after the 
withdrawal to the Ras Mohammed 
line has begun." 

Khalil explained that his session 
with Peres lasted for well over two 
hours “because speaking with Peres 
was a mental and intellectual exer- 
cise." 

After the meeting with Mubarak. 
Peres told reporters that the Egyp- 
tian vice-president's recent hard- 
line. pronouncements on the 
autonomy negotiations were discuss- 
ed. Peres said, after speaking to 
Mubarak, "If you read his statement 
in 'full, the impression you get is 
different from that reported in the 
media. My impression was that he is 
satisfied with the progress of 
negotiations on autonomy and we 
both agreed that the basis for peace 
is the autonomy plan. Arab public 
opinion seems to be softening 
towards Egypt and Egypt is stead- 
fast in its aim to pursue peace." 

Mubarak, .who exuded optimism 
during his meeting with reporters. 


dodged questions on his recent 
declarations and only repeated that 
"Israeli settlements are illegal. I 
really said nothing new." 

He said many possible solutions 
exist for the problem of stationing 
UN observer forces in the Sinai and a 
solution would be found in the very 
near future. 

Peres' first day in Egypt on Tues- 
day received wide coverage on the 
front pages of moat Egyptian 
newspapers.

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High Court drops injunction against Mattityahu

In the first application of the arch 
Beit El decision upholding the legali- 
ty of West Bank land seizures for 
security reasons, the High Court of 
Justice in Jerusalem yesterday 
dropped the interim order forbidding 
work on the Mattityahu settlement 
and gave the go-ahead for It to be 
built. 

The court also dismissed the order 
tzist requiring the respondents — the 
Defence Ministry and the West Bank 
military government — to show 
cause why they should not return the 
600 dunams of land to their owners 
and refrain from working on the site. 

The court ruling, which follows a 
recent spate of applications to the 


High Court to prevent the seizure of 
West Bank land for the building of 
! civilian settlements, is the first to 
favour the state since the Belt El 
decision in .March establishing the 
legality of seizures If they can be 
shown to be essential to the security 
of the state. 

Hie Beit El ruling accepted the 
state’s claim that civilian 
settlements were an Integral part of 
Israel's security concept in the area 
involved- U was widely interpreted 
at the time as establishing a prece- 
dent on this controversial issue and 
iho Mattityahu ruling is. seen as* 
following on from that. 

The Mattityahu case, which began 
in April with . an application by 
residents of Nillin village in the x 


Modi' Sn area, qtraddling the Green 
Line, revolved around a sworn af- 
fidavit submitted on behalf of the 
respondents by Aluf Dani Matt, the 
lop's coordinator of operations in 
the administered territories'. 

Matt argued that the site, on a hill 
12 kms. as the crow flies from Ben- 
Gurion Airport and commanding a 
strategic position overlooking the 
whole coastal plain, was essential to 
Israel's security, especially for en- 
suring the free movement of army 
units In time of war. 

His affidavit also stated that the 
seized land is close to the site slated 
for the junction between the road 
from La trim to Neve Tzuf (Ncbl 
Sal ah) and the planned fast highway 
Unking north Jerusalem with • the 


coastal plain. 

A counter-affidavit, submitted to 
the court on Tuesday by Aluf (res.) 
Mattityahu Peled, came under 
heavy criticism from both State At- 
torney.

Pcled'a affidavit, summarized in 
Tfiv Jerusalem Posl on Tuesday, 
argued that the security arguments 
mentioned by MAtt did not aland up 
to 'expert scrutiny.

The letter said Eitan’a critics

Eitan bos come under stiff fire for 
alleged abuse of his powers as chief 
of staff to intervene in the military 
courts to lessen sentences imposed 
on convicted soldiers. 

In the most recent case, he sharply 
reduced the sentence of a Junior of- 
ficer who was convicted of murder- 
ing prisoners taken during the 1978 
Litani Operation. 

The Peace Now movement was 
catalysed by a letter signed by 150 
reserve officers who criticized what 
it called "hawkish" government 
policies following the Jerusalem 
visit of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat.

TEL AVIV. — The four Liberal 
cabinet ministers have adopted a 
sink-or-swim-together line by 
promising to resign if one of their 
number is forced to step down at 
today's Liberal Party Central Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Today's meeting at the Kfar 
Hamaccabiah Hotel in Ramat Gan 
will ask all lour -ministers to step 
down, in motions to be tabled by the 
-party youth, young leadership, and 
heads of the central bloc. A number 
of Tel Aviv MKs will seek to oust 
only Ehrlich. 

The ministers were pushed into 
this late-hour show of unity by the 
canvassing of signatures for a secret 
ballot by younger Central Com- 
mittee members. 

Senior Liberal politicians told The 
Jerusalem Poet they expect a ma- 
jority for the compromise proposal 
of Jewish Agency Executive chair- 
man Arye Dulzin, which will urge a 
cabinet reshuffle and press a three- 
month deadline on Premier 
Menahem Begin to implement a 
number of economic policies. The 
compromise would involve bending 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon on 
land sale policy and Housing 
Minister David Levy on winding up 
his Absorption Ministry, a pet 
proposal of Dulzin. 

The latter demands were seen as 
less than realistic considering the 
two ministers’ clout in the Begin 
government. These Liberal sources 
predicted that Irrespective of which 
resolutions pass muster at today’s 
meeting; the ministers' future 
prospects remain under a cloud. The 
party will keep them on a short leash 
and demand quick results. If they 
are not forthcoming by the time of 
the deadline set In Dulzin 'a motion, 
they may find themselves voted out 
of office, with other Liberals queuing 
up to inherit their posts.

He then lived in Kuwait 
for eight years, where he Joined the 
Syrian-inspired "Pioneers of the 
Arab Struggle," generally regarded 
, as the forerunner of Saika. 

Mobsen was elected deputy 
speaker of the Palestine National 
Council — the PLO parliament — in 
1968. Two years later he became a 
member of the Saika command, and 
the following year he took over its 
leadership. In 1973 he was named 
head of the PLO *s military bureau. 

Mohsen broke away from the PLO 
briefly at the height of the Lebanese 
civil war, when Syrian troops 
entered Lebanon and were accused 
of taking the opportunity to crack 
down on the PLO and Lebanese lef- 
tists in addition to their declared 
purpose of curbing the power of the 
Christian militias. 

In January Mohsen escaped an 
attempt on his life in Beirut. One of 
his aides was wounded in that at- 
tack. 

Mohsen’s Saika has recently es- 
calated its terror activities. Its last 
two acts were aimed at Egypt. Two 
Saika members were held in April 
for trying to blow up the Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry and the Sheraton 
Hotel, both in Cairo, and four sur- 
rendered after the more recent at- 
tack on the Egyptian embassy in 
Ankara. 

Other recent Saika operations in- 
clude the planting of bombs at the 
Israel embassy in Nicosia on April 5, 
and at tbe Israel embassy in Ankara 
three days later; attacking two 
Jewish community buildings In Vien- 
na on April 22; bombing two Jewish 
businesses, including a student 
coffee house, in Paris on March 27; 
and late in 1978 planting bombs at a 
Jewish community building in West 
Berlin. 



Terrorists strike militia

METULLA. — Terrorists coming 
from the area held by Irish UNIFIL 
troops after midnight on Tuesday at- 
tacked South Lebanese militia leader 
Major Sa’ad Haddad's stronghold 
alongside the Shla Moslem village of 
Beit Yahoun, near the townships of 
Bint Jbail and Tibnln, where there is 
a mixed force of UNIFIL, the 
Lebanese army and the Lebanese 
gendarmerie. 

Terrorist RPG and light arms fire 
came from pie direction of Bar as hit. 
a large Shla village theoretically con- 
trolled by Irish UNIFIL forces but In 
fact the base of a large left-wing 
armed force and dozens of terrorists 
belonging to Fatah and the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 


No causualties or damage were 
reported. Soldiers in Haddad’s base 
returned light arms fire and later 
opened artillery fire on the 
retreating terrorist force. 

The terrorists also simultaneously 
opened fire on an Irish-staffed road 


block near the Haddad base. Tbe UN 
troops returned fire, but stopped 
when It became clear to them that 
the terrorists had. taken refuge in 
Baraahit among other UN forces. 

Yesterday morning, Haddad 
described the attack as a continua- 
tio n of h ostile terrorist activity from 
UNIFIL controlled areas. 

UNIFIL, be said, was withholding 
Its fire rather than adopting normal 
■ military methods to clear the area. 

‘ Last night, Haddad and the UN of- 
ficers in the area held a meeting at 
Marjayoun which was described by a 
Haddad spokesman as having been 
held in a "better atmosphere which 
-may contribute to farthering the 
cause of peace in the region." 

Meanwh ile, 1 9 Dutch soldiers ser- 
ving in UNIFIL have been fined and 
given suspended prison terms by 
courts martial in Haris, Lebanon, 
which ended yesterday. . 

A spokesman for the Dutch Justice 
Ministry said most of the men had 
been sentenced for sleeping while on 
guard duty.

Gays defy JNF snub of their forest

TEL AVIV. — The International 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian Jews 
yesterday ignored the Jewish 
National Fund's rejection of their 
p rof e rred donation of a 39,000 forest, 
and held a symbolic dedication 
ceremony at Lahav. 

The gays* 3,000 trees were schedul- 
ed to be dedicated yesterday at 11 
a.m. in the presence of a conference 
delegation. But 36 hours before tbe 
ceremony, which most members of 
the conference' had come from 
abroad to attend, tbe JNF an- 
nounced its cancellation. 
Represented are member 
organizations from Australia, Ber- 
muda, Canada, England, France, 
Germany, Holland, Mexico, Por- 
tugal, South Africa, tbe U.S. and 
Israel. 

A conference spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 


JNF had also tried to refund the 39,- 
000 already used for planting the 
forest. But the refund had been re- 
jected, the gays having cited the 
religious Injunction calling on all 
Jews to plant trees in Israel. 

Last week, the JNF presented the 
-conference with a commemorative 
plaque in recognition of its donation, 
a conference spokesman said. The 
plaque noted the dedication of the 
forest to "The International 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian 
Jews, honouring the countless 
homosexual men and women in the 
Diaspora and Israel who gave of 
themselves to build and defend the . 
land of Israel," be added. 

A JNF spokesman told The Post 
yesterday that it was not prepared to 
inscribe the word "homosexual” on 
the forest dedication plaque. 

The dedication was cancelled, he 
said, when it was discovered that the 
donors were homosexual.

Author slates Britain’s inaction on Holocaust

LONDON. — There is little to celebrate in British 
government policy and actions against the 
persecution of European Jewry during World 
War II, but the reasons for this, poor perfor- 
mance should be sought in characteristic 
bureaucratic and institutional attitudes rather 
than anti-Semitism. 

These conclusions are advanced by Sheffield 
University historian Bernard Wasserstebi in a 
book out today called "Britain and the Jews of 
Europe 1989-1945." The publishers, Oxford 
University Press (in association with the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs) . describe the book as 
“the first comprehensive study of British 
policies regarding the Nazi persecution of Euro- 
pean Jewry during the Second World War." 

Wasserstein commends Britain's wartime 
prime minister, Winston Churchill, for his 'at- 
titude of "sympathy and compassion." but 
claims the effectiveness of bis interventions was 
"repeatedly blunted by the actions or his subor- 
dinates." 

■ Wasserstein is most scathing on the officials 
who executed policy. 

"The generous impulses of a small number of 
officials and politicans stand out from the 
documents mainly by virtue of their isolation 
amidst an ocean of bureaucratic indifference 
and lack of concern- The overall record leaves a 
profoundly saddening impression," he con- 
cludes. 

The book Is based on research done on war- 


time documents from the cabinet office, the 
prime minister's office and the Foreign, 

Colonial. Home and War Offices. It describes 
reactions of scepticism by high officials who 
received gruesome reports about the fate of the 
Jews of Europe from 1941 onwards' Officials also 
feared that revealing tbe known facts might 
"provoke embarrassing repercussions.” 

As late as 'January 1945, the book reveals, an 
official of the refugee department of the Foreign 
Office wrote that accounts coming from Jewish 
sources "are only sometimes reliable and not 
seldom highly coloured." . 

But it was not only "unthinking obedience to 
orders" that animated British officials. "Indeed, 
in some Instances, officials Ignored orders which 
were not to their liking, or by inaction permitted 
them to wither away. Delay, one of the chief 
weapons in the bureaucrat’s armoury, repeated- 
ly prevented the implementation of schemes for 
aid to the Jews of Europe." 

A partial explanation for the common official 
attitude towards the Jewish problem, "may lie in 
the weight of precedent,” writes Wasserstein, 
"in particular the continuation of attitudes 
towards Jewish refugees formed before the out- 
break of the war. when the British government 
bad been devoting strenuous efforts tocombat il- 
legal Jewish Immigration to Palestine." In addi- 
tion, there was '‘simple irritation with the per- 
sistence, ubiquity and (It was fell) selfishness of 
Jewish complaints, demands and pleas.” 

"But anti-Semitism does not by itself explain 
British conduct. There is - no doubt that anti-. 
Scmitlsm was in the air in Britain during ‘the 


war, partly as a result of general xenophobia and 
war hysteria, partly arising from resentment of 
Immigrants and complaints of black market ac- 
tivity and war profiteering. Officials and 
politicians were not immune from infection by 
the general mood. There was a definite govern- 
ment tendency, exemplified most notably by 
Herbert Morrison in his attitude to wartime 
refugees immigration, to bend with the wind of 
hostility to refugees rather than give a lead or 
build upon the more generous elements In public ' 
opinion.” 

He also writes about the hesitant British reac- 
tion to a variety of rescue schemes, such as the 
exchange of some Jews from Nazi -occupied 
territories for German citizens In Allied hands, 
and the lorries-for-Jewa scheme of Joel Brand. 
But the. British government regarded these 
schemes as traps, blackmail, .or monstrous 
bargains. According to Internal memoranda, tbe 
Foreign Office was concerned ^with the dif- 
ficulties of disputing of any considerable number 
of Jews should they be rescued from enemy- 
occupied territory." . 

But if Britain's record was ‘^unimpressive," 
that of other countries was “often far worse." 
This was of ho comfort, however, to those Jews 
who, "in their most desperate and dependent 
hour, looked in particular to Britain for some 
"gesture of concern as & token of her adhesion to 
the values for which she waged war." . 

There is. as Wasserstein succtntly puls it. “lit- 
tle to celebrate In this account, of- British policy 
towards the Jews -of Europe between '1939. and . 
1945.”-' ' ' . '

Peled’s affidavit had "no real 
value,” because while ft was true 
that there were differences of opi- 
nion between .professionals on 
Israel’s security needs, Peled’s 
"arrogant" tone suggested that no 
opinion other than his own was worth 
listening to.

Unruly MKs may be expelled from 
the plenum by the Speaker faster 
and. more easily than hitherto under 
an amendment to the House Rules 
which the House Committee tabled 
yesterday. • . 

The amendment does ..away with 
the existing need for the speaker to 
can a vote before deciding to expel 
an MK causing a rumpus In the ses- 
sion. 

After calling the.MK to order three 
times in succession, the Speaker 
would have the right, under the 
amendment, to deny that MK the 
floor for the rest of the session, or to 
expel him, and give orders to use 
force if need be. 

The House Committee would have 
to discuss such an expulsion at its 
next meeting, and would be entitled 
to ban an expelled MK for as many 
as five sessions of the plenum. 

The new arrangement would pre- 
vent the repetition of embarrassing 
situations such as occurred earlier 
this month when Shoshana Arbell, In 
the Speaker's chair, called a vote on 
the expulsion of the Aguda’s 
Menahem Poruah, only to have the 
plenum vote not to expel him. 

The House Committee's proposal 
will only be brought to the plenum 
for a- vote after a 14-day period in 
which MKs can lodge objections and 
have 1 them discussed in . the com- 
mittee.

Few TA phone repairs, 
‘rude’ workers barred

Tel Aviv area telephone sub- 
scribers will be punished by having 
only their “most urgent" repairs 
carried out until further notice, 
because of what Communications 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l has termed 
“the impudent behaviour towards 
the public" of the city's "Dial 16 " 
operators. 

Moda'l was on a routine visit to 
ministry facilities In Tel Aviv yester- 
day when he happened to look into 
the repair service order hall. Here, 
he heard an order-taker tell a caller : 
“Sorry, no more repair requests 
today; we are on sanctions," and 
hang up abruptly. 

This was Moda'i'8 first, startling 
intimation that the workers — 
without prior notice — had begun in- 
dustrial action. Fearing almost total 


disruption in the busy Tel Aviv 
repair service office, the minister 
ordered the unit closed immediately 
and told the employees to go home. 

The secretary of the repairmen's 
works committee was unavailable 
for comment last night 

The Communications Ministry 
spokesman said a special number — 
03-890222 — had been set up to accept 
"only the most urgent orders for 
telephone repairs." The number will 
ensure service to doctors, medical 
organizations, emergency services 
and other subscribers “whose use of 
the telephone Is a matter of life and 
death."

Weatherman: Heat, 
humidity normal

TEL AVIV. — The oppressive heat 
and humidity weighing on the 
Coastal Plain in the last few days are 
a “perfectly normal" feature of a 
Mediterr&nan summer, a weather- 
man told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day. 

Commenting on Tel Avivians' 
complaints that the heat la worse 
than usual, the weatherman said 
that humidity from the sea Increases 
the disco*, fort to create a constantly 
sweaty, muggy feeling, especially 
during the evening hours if there is 
no wind. Further away from the 
coast, in areas such as the Negev, 
the heat is easier to bear, because 
while temperatures are higher, the 
air is dryer. 

Temperatures of up to 29-30 
degrees are also normal for this time 
of year, and will probably remain at 
this level until the end of August, the 
weatherman said. However, humidi- 
ty levels change with the wind, 
which is unpredictable. 

Yesterday was a case in point, fie 
said, explalnlsgthat the slight relief 
from the heat had been due to the 
breeze.

Growing credit card crime 
puts fraud squad on guard

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Fraud by credit card, 
already big criminal business In 
Western Europe and the U.S., has 
reached here. It 1 b quickly in- 
creasing in scope, and the fraud 
squad is looking for means of 
prevention. 

A senior police source told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
fraud potential from the use of stolen 
or forged bank credit cards could 
run into millions of pounds. 

"We caught an Ethiopian citizen 
this week, who arrived as a tourist, 
and managed to get tens of 
thousands of pounds out of 
businessmen. This lit a wanting light 
.for us, and we are planning' various : 
■■preventive measures to find other 
persona who are using stolen or 
counterfeit credit cards," the source 
said. 

The source said the police force 
has not dealt with the problem 
before because the use of credit 
cards has been limited. But In recent 
months local banks have begun 
cooperating with counterparts 
abroad in international credit card 
systems, and they are now “pushing" 
the cards with their clients as a more 


convenient way to spend money than 
cash or cheques. 

27ie Post has learned that Israeli 
banks have not received special 
security instructions for checking 
signatures on credit cards. Bank 
managers In Tel Aviv said a client 
whose credit card Is stolen must in- 
form his bank Immediately, or his 
account might be debited for goods 
purchased by the thief. 

But one banker explained that 
even if the client Informs the bank of 
the theft of his credit card, the bank 
is not obliged to return his money if 
sums have been paid out against 
stolen credit cards. "We send 
businesses connected with us lists of 
lost or stolen credit cards, and that 
helps to-find the cheats. But the list is 
sent out once a month, and 
meanwhile many people stand to he 
cheated." 

Fraud squad boss Tat-Nitzav 
Binyamln Siegel told The Post 
yesterday that his department is on 
uncertain ground in dealing with 
fraudulent credit cards. “It's a dif- 
ficult problem because it Is very 
easy to steal someone's credit card 
and use it by forging the owner’s' 
signature, which appears on the 
stolen card," he said. 


Jordan Valley settlers

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Malaysia sceptical of 
U.S. boat people rescue 


Florida man 


found guilty in 


KUALA LUMPUR (tJPl). — The 
U.S. Navy yesterday rescued Its first 
Vietnamese refugees under Preai- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s new campaign 
to save the boat people. 

A Navy spokesman sold the 7th 
Fleet oiler Wabash picked up 19 Viet- 
nam refugees in an open boat Tues- 
day about 160 km. west of the Philip- 
pines. 

Xt was the first group to be rescued 
since Carter ordered the Navy to be 
"particularly alert for refugees and 
to render all possible assistance to 
vessels in distress.” U.S.-owned 
ships had previously picked up about 
1,000 Vietnamese. 

In Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, 261 
Vietnam refugees, including a new- 
born baby, left a West German cargo 
ship on their way to a new life in 
West Germany. They had been 
rescued from their sinking vessel. 


. Two Italian warships and a sup- 
port vessel left Singapore for the 
South China Sea in a search and 
rescue mission. Adm. Sergio 
AgostinelU said his vessels would 
provide medical aid and food but 
would pick up refugees only if 
necessary to save their lives. 

The stepped-up rescue effort by 
Western nations followed their 
pledges at the UN refugee con- 
ference In Geneva last week to take 
in more than 260,000 Indochinese 
refugees for resettlement. 

Yet, despite Western pledges to 


accept more refugees, Malaysia said 
it remains unconvinced and will not 
Uft its naval blockade against the 
boat people "until we get a firm 
guarantee that we . will not be 
burdened with the problem forever.*' 

Prime Minister Datuk Hussein 
Onn also said the mobilization of the 
U.S. 7th Fleet "does not affect us one 
way or the other. Their ships will 
only pick up the boat people who sink 
their boats at sea." 

Vietnam said yesterday that the 
presence of U.S. and Italian ships In 
the South China Sea may make it Im- 
possible to stop the refugee flow as 
promised by Hanoi. 

Official Radio Hanoi, in a com- 
mentary monitored in Bangkok, 
strongly criticized the sending of the 
warships, which are under govern- 
ment orders to pick up foundering 
boat people. 

“Obviou8ly...the U.S. and Italy 
want to cause more difficulties to 
Vietnam and to sow suspicion about 
Vietnam's wish to stop illegal depar- 
tures," the official commentary 
said. 

Radio Hanoi said that "reac- 
tionary elements of the U.S. and 
China" Inside Vietnam and the whi p* 
offshore will only s tim ulate more 
Vietnamese to take to the seas." 

"They are instigating Vietnamese 
to leave the country illegally with the 
hope that they are to be picked up 
offshore," the English-language 
radio commentary said.

Princess Shams, the shah’s sister, 
no longer lives in the mansion, which 
features an indoor-outdoor swim- 
ming pool and security cameras 
throughout. Four persons living on 
the grounds are caring for the 
property, the newspaper said. 


MIAMI (UPI) . — Theodore Bundy, a 
law school' dropout suspected of sex 
slayings around the U.S., was found 
guilty on Tuesday night of murder- 
ing two Florida State University 
coeds in their beds. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women deliberated for more than six 
hours before finding the 32-year-old 
Bundy guilty of the first-degree 
murder of Lisa Levy, 20, and 
Margaret Bowman, 21. 

They also found him guilty of 
beating three other coeds, all In the 
same bloody rampage in 
Tallahassee in the early morning 
hours of January 15, 1978. 

The strongest part of the state’s 
largely circums t a n tial case In the 
four-week trial was medical 
testimony that only Bundy's teeth 
could have left the bite marks found 
on Levy's buttocks. 

Bundy is a fugitive from Colorado, 
where he was awaiting trial for a sex 
murder. He bad already been con- 
victed of kidnapping in Utah, and the 
FBI said he is a suspect in more than 
two dozen sex killings in the West. 
He still faces a September 17 trial for 
the sex slaying of a 12-year-old girl in 
North Florida. 

His trial was moved here from 
Tallahassee when Judge Edward 
Cowart decided it was impossible to 
pick a jury because of Intense emo- 
tion and publicity the killings 
created. 

“We are going to recess until 
Saturday, at which time both sides 
will present testimony in the senten- 
cing phase of the trial. It is the jury’s 
responsibility to make a recommen- 
dation of life in prison or the electric 
chair for anyone convicted of first- 
degree murder,” Judge Cowart said 
after the verdict was read.

Bhutto’s accomplices swing 
for assassination plot 


RAWALPINDI, Pakistan (UPI). — 
Four security officers who confessed 
to conspiring with the late prime 
minister Zulfikar All Bhutto to 
murder a political opponent were 
hanged yesterday. 

The early morning executions 
followed speculation that the four 
were government plants in Bhutto's 
murder conspiracy trial and would 
eventually be freed. Bhutto was 
hanged here In April. 

The officers said they acted under 
Bhutto's direct orders when they 
ambushed' his political rival on 
November 11, 1974. The assassina- 
tion attempt backfired, and the 
politician’s father was killed In the 


Kurds hold police station 
in new Iranian conflict 


TEHERAN. — Armed Kurds yester- 
day controlled the frontier town of 
Marivan and parts of west Azer- 
baijan where they overran a gen- 
darmerie (national police) garrison 
and six posts on Tuesday, press 
.reports said. 

The Kurds also attacked six 
villages around the captured gar- 
rison at Ghatur, about 900 km. 
northwest of Teheran, and disarmed 
the gendarmes and revolutionary 
guards posted there, press reports 
said. 

There was no mention of 
casualties in the attacks, which were 
the most widespread since Kurdish 
unrest began in west Iran four 
months ago. 

Meanwhile, one of Iran's oldest 
political organizations, the National 
Front, called for a major reshuffle of 
Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan’s 
provisional government and dissolu- 
tion of the powerful Revolutionary 
Council, it was officially announced 
-yesterday. 

Seghar Pars, National Front 
spokesman, said the existence of 
various decision-making groups In 
the country, has led to. “chaos and 
disorder," the official Pars news 
agency quoted him as saying. , 

It was the National Front's first at- 


tack on the country’s^diverse 
leadership and indicated the grow- 
ing spilt between the new and old 
leaders who had worked together to 
oust the monarchy last February. 

The National Front is an umbrella 
organization for various political 
parties ranging from right to left of 
centre. 

In another development, a doctor 
who served the toppled shah as 
health minister was jailed for life by 
an Islamic court yesterday and 
ordered to give free treatment to 
fellow prisoners. ■ 

Shojaoddin Shelkhol-Islamzadeh 
was the first minister of the ousted 
regime to be tried In public and es-' 
cape with his life. 

Seven ministers, including ex- 
premier Amir-Abbas Hoveyda, have 
been executed after summary trials 
by the Revolutionary Court. 

In West Germany, police yester- 
day arrested five more Iranians and 
charged them with hunting down 
alleged members of the deposed 
shah's secret police Savak. 

The fiye were accused of assault 
and battery and membership in a 
criminal organization. The prosecu- . 
tion alleged that they tried to force at 
least three of their- countrymen into 
confessing past links with SavSk. 
(UPI, AP) 


Indian hijacking drama ends peacefully 


CALCUTTA (UPI). — A hijacker 
commandeered a Bangladesh 
Biman airliner with 43 people aboard 
and demanded flm. ransom yester- 
day, but surrendered peacefully after 
nine hours of negotiations, airport of- 
ficials said. 

The Bengali-speaking, jeans-clad 
hijacker, who had a pistol and " a 
dagger and threatened to blowup the 
Fokker Friendship, was disarmed - 
by police officers and then placed in 
a room in Calcutta's Dum Dura air- 
port flanked by armed guards.

Sandinistas warn snipers 


will be shot on sight 


MANAGUA (UPI). — The San* 
dinlsta army issued a decree order- 
ing its troops to execute any former 
National Guardsman caught at- 
tacking its checkpoints, and the jun- 
ta declared that some 2,000 
guardsmen in a Red Cross refugee 
centre will be treated as prisoners of 
war. 

Firefights around the capital on 
Tuesday overshadowed the 
diplomatic recognition the U.S., 
Cuba, and El Salvador extended to 
the new government. 

Interior Minister Tomas Borge 
charged on Tuesday that ex- 
guardsmen in a Red Cross centre 
just outside Managua were heavily 
armed and have been responsible for 
the continuing sniper attacks on San- 
dinista checkpoints in the capital. 

The Sandlnista National Libera- 
tion Front on Tuesday Issued a 
decree ordering Its forces to kill any 
guardsman caught ambushing, or 
sniping at Sandlnista positions. 

"The military forces have orders 
to execute immediately all thou 
elements of the Somoza guard who 
are caught in these activities," the 
communique said. 

The decree also ordered all San- 
dlnista militias to turn in their 
weapons to the new army with a 
promise that those who join the new 
military force will be re-armed. 

But Nicaraguan Red Cross Presi- 
dent Ismael Reyes challenged 
Borge' s statements during a Joint 
news conference outside a row of 
warehouses where more than 2,000 
guardsmen and their families are 
staying. 

Borge took newsmen to the fields 
around the camp and pointed out 
what he said were the bodies of San- 
dlnista soldiers killed and burned by 
guardsmen who left the refugee 
camps at night. 


Reyes said In response, "I cannot 
ascertain that these people (to -the 
camp) are the ones who did the 
killings. He ascertained that, not 
me." 

He said guardsmen had been 
brought to the camp— a former free 
trading zone near tbe international 
airport — in buses and. had. been 
searched before they entered. 

In announcing that the guardsmen 
were prisoners of war, Borge said 
each guardsman's case will be con. 
side red Individually and that tho*. 
charged with crimes will be brought 
up before civilian tribunals and tried 
under the criminal laws of the 
Somoza regime. 

"In no case will the death penalty 
be applied." Borge said. He added 
that the Nicaraguan revolution had 
been "the most generous revoluttoe 
In Latin America. We have not r 
ecuted anyone, nor will we exec> 
anyone."

— The Soviet 
Union appears to be putting into ser- 
vice a new rifle, to replace in Its 
forces the famed Kalashnikov AK- 
47, the stubby, rugged assault 
weapon favoured by many armies 
and most guerrilla groups across the 
world. 

Col. John Weeks, a leading British 
small arms expert, reported yester- 
day that the Russians' new rifle was 
the s mailer-calibre AKS-74. 

The Russians seemed to have join- 
ed in what he described as a "small 
arms revolution," a. transition to 
rifles of small calibre, which would 
"alter the equipment and weapons of 
infantry all over the world." 


The new Soviet rifle fires ■ 
5.43mm. bullet, compared with the 
slower, heavier 7.82mm. slug of tin 
AK-47. 

Hie U.S. already has In service a 
small calibre infantry rifle, the M-1S, 
and West European armies are soon 
expected to equip themselves with 
new weapons which, like the 14-18, 
would fire a 5.58mm. round. 

The small calibre rifles and am- 
munition are tighter to carry for 
equipment burdened infantrymen. 
Fired at high velocity, the light 
bullet flies straight for up to too 
metres so. up to that range, there Is 
no need for the embattled soldier to 
pause to adjust his sights. 


14 die in Australian mine disaster 


SYDNEY (Reuter). — Fourteen 
men died when an explosion, thought 
to have been caused by an electrical 
spark igniting deadly methane gas, 
ripped through & coal mine near 
Sydney yesterday. 

About 45 men were working in the 
mine, at the small country town of 
Apjdn, 70 km. southwest of Sydney, 
when if was rocked by the blast.

Ten were killed by the explosion as 
they were taking their supper break 
600 metres underground and three

He- was of the. opinion 
that the foreign factor (that is, the 
law of domicile at the time the 
marriage was solemnized) should be 
taken into account. He did not think 
that the mere fact that the present 
problem had never been discussed 
by the Supreme Court in any 
previous cases contributed anything 
either way towards the sohiUan of the 
problem, since in most previous 
cases, the property in dispute had 
been acquired in Israel and in accor- 
dance with the rules of private inter- 
national law and would therefore be 
automatically governed by Israel 
law. 

Nor did he think that the fact that 
Israel is a country of immigration 
and that a substantial percentage of 
her population was married abroad 
- justified ignoring the foreign law 
completely, for Israel takes into ac- 
count -the existence of this foreign 
element in its population in all fields 
of life (section 15 itself providing an 
example of this). There would, 
appear to be no reason for making an 
exception for the benefit of the civil 
law doctrine of co-ownership of 
property between married couples. 
Furthermore, he could not agree 
with Justice Alon that public policy 
demanded that the doctrine of co- 
ownership be applied. For he did not 
think that this doctrine, .which had 
been created by the Supreme Court, 
could be assumed to be part and' 
parcel of Israel public policy. If it 
bad been, then it would not be per- 
missible to make agreements deny- 
ing the co-ownership doctrine, and 
yet such agreements may be freely 
made. 

In his opinion, it is the Women's 
Equal Rights Law (which gives 
women equal rights before the law 
and the right to own and deal with 
their own property acquired before 
marriage) that reflects the public 
policy and any foreign law conflic- 
ting with this law would not be 
recognized In Israel. But that did not 
apply to the judge-made doctrine of 
co-ownership of property acquired 
after marriage. 

HAVING CONCLUDED that in 

matters of property relations 
between couples who married while 
domiciled outside of Israel the courts 
should recognize the validity of the 
foreign element, Justice Barak went 
on to consider the question of what 
law should be applied to couples who 
had changed their domicile to that of 
Israel. The answer to that question, 
he held, Is that English private inter- 
national law should be applied to the 
extent that it is consistent with Israel 
public policy and with local con- 
ditions. The relevant English rule ln< 
the present case, he continued, is 
that which states that "where there 
is no marriage contract or settle- 
ment, and where there Js a subse- 
quent change of domicile, the right 
of husband and wife to each other s 
movables Is governed by the law of 
the new domicile, except in so far as 
vested rights have been acquired un- 
der the law of the termer domicile 
(sec Dicey on Private International 

Law)- 

This rule, he noted, known as "par- 
tial mutability.” is practised also in 
the U.S. and is the proper rule to be 
adopted in Israel, both In view of our 
attachment to English private Inter- 
national law and because it is the 
most just and desirable. In so far as 
immovable property is concerned, 
he continued, English private inter- 
national law states that the lex «*iw 
(that is. the law of the place where 
the property is situated) should he 


applied. However, in Israel, as on 
the Continent, the Unitarian ap- 
proach — in accordance with which 
all property relations between 
married couples are governed - by 
one law only — ' is preferred. As this 
approach has already been given 
concrete expression in the law of in- 
heritance, it should, because of. the 
similarity between, inheritance and 
spouses' property rights, also be 
applied to the latter. It should be 
emphasized, he added, that couples 
are at liberty to decide for 
themselves, in a marriage contract, 
what law should govern their 
property relations, if they prefer to 
do so. 

Justice Barak then went on to hold 
that in view of the above conclusion, 
it was clear in the present case that a 
distinction must be drawn between 
the Moroccan period of the couple's 
lives and the Israeli period. £□ so far 
as the latter Is concerned, the doc- 
trine of co-ownership of property 
must be applied, by virtue of its be- 
ing the law. of their new domicile 
(and not because it is the lex fori). 

And according to that law, as 
Justice Alon had already held, the 
doctrine of co-ownership was 
applicable to the property relations 
between the appellant and- the 
respondent up to the end .of 1969, - 
when' the respondent left his home 
and family: In so ter os the Moroc- 
can period is concerned, he con- 
tinued. the law is that any rights ac- 
quired under Moroccan law, would 
be respected in Israel. But because 
of the necessity of protecting these 
vested rights, there was no reason 
why any agreement between the cou- 
ple — whether express or implied — 
should not be given validity. And as 
their manner of life permitted of the 
conclusion that they had intended to 
share equally not only property ac- 
quired in Israel, but also property 
acquired while they were In Moroc- 
co, the doctrine of co-ownership 
would apply to any such property, 
too. 

In conclusion. Justice Barak drew 
• the attention of the legislator to the 
’ shortcomings in the Spouses 
(Property* Relations) Law, which 
does not take account of changes in 
- domicile. In his opinion, he said, the 
law should state expressly that 
property relations between spouses 
should be governed by the last place 
of domicile, without prejudicing 
vested rights. 

JUSTICE KAHN, in concurring with 
Justice Barak, pointed out that the 
Supreme Court bad in the past — 
before the enactment of the Spouses 
(Property Relations) Law — ex- 
pressed the wish to see such proper- 
ty relations properly regulated by 
law. When eventually a law was 
enacted, it proved to be a great dis- 
appointment and the source of com- 
plicated problems. To give only one 
example, he continued, the law 
provides for a resources-balancing 
arrangement only when the 
marriage is terminated by divorce 
or death, but makes no provision for 
the numerous occasions virben 
relations between a couple become 
strained without leading to divorce. 

It is Just on these occasions when dis- 
putes between the coupleB reach the 
courts. 

The problems arising from the 
provisions of section 15 also reflect 
serious lacunae in the law, continued 
Justice Kahn. So that while Justice 
Alon hod come to the conclusion that 
section 15 applies only to marriages 
contracted after January I. 1974 
(when the law came into force), he. 
for his part thought that even If the 
application of section 15 were so con- 
stricted, its previsions would still 
cause many problems (See also Dr. 
Shavch in lyund Minkpol, vol. 6 . 
P .M7l 


Among other things, it was un- 
reasonable to expect refugees from 
Eastern or Central Europe to be 
governed for the rest of their lives by 
the law of a country In which they 
happened to be domiciled at the time 
of their marriages, and which was in 
all probability the one country to 
which they never wished to return. 

..He therefore joined Justice Barak in . 
this appeal to the legislature to 
amend, as soon as possible, the prin- 
ciple of law contained in section 25.

THE JEWISH community in Britain

At the Initiative of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, all sections 
of the community — religious, youth 
and women's groups, as well as 
welfare agencies — are to make 
their services and facilities 
available in whatever way is re- 
quired. 

In preliminary discussions, 
several suggestions were made 
about how the community might 
help.' Youth groups, for example, 
may visit the reception centres 
where the refugees will be boused in- 
itially and could make contact with 
the younger members of the Viet- 
namese families. They may take 
them on outings, help them with the 
language and generally help to make 
them feel at home. Women’s 
organizations may help with food 
and clothing, and welfare 
organizations may be useful in a 
variety of fields. But it was decided 
for now, when the mass of refugees 
are not even in the country, .to make 
no specific offers until It is known 
what is required. 

Announcing the community’s offer 
of help, Grevtlle Janner, MP, new 
president of the Board of Deputies, 
hailed the example of Israel aa one of 
the first countries to take in Viet- 
namese boat people and said that the 
agonizing memory of the Jews who 
perished on boats while fleeing from 
the Nazis was 1 ‘Indelibly engraved” 
on the collective memory of the 
Jewish people.

Six cm. critical for jumper Harmat

TEL AVIV. — Six centimetres la not much if measured 
between two Angara or for those who Jog for their exer- 
cise, but lor high Jumper Gideon Harmat that Is the dis- 
tance between him and Moscow where the Olympic 
Games take place next summer. Those six centimetres 
mean a year of Intensive training, starting with a five 
week trip to West Germany yesterday. 

JJjji * yew to go until the Moscow Olympics. 17 year 
old Gideon Harmat of Kibbutz Tad Hanna la Just six cen- 
timetres short of the Olympic minimum of 2 metres 18 
centimetres In the high jump. 

At the end of April, the unknown kibbutz traotorirt 
claimed to have jumped 2,01 metres to beat the 2 metres 
mark of Uri Braun. In the Hapoel Games in May, Harmat 
cleared 2.012 metres to officially set a new Israel high 
jump record. 

Harmat then said be hoped to reach 2.06 metres before 
the season ended. The forecast was shortlived, for in the 
national athletics championships this month, Harmat 
oleared 2.io metres. 

Harmat will probably be Included in Israel's team to 
Moscow, in three months, the 1.20 metre, tousle-halred 
youth rocketed into Israel's athletics as no other home 
grown athlete has done since Esther Shachamoroff-Roth 
flew over hurdles 10 years ago. 

Israel has had a dearth of talent in this breathtaking 
major track and field event. Since 1973 the national 
record stood at 1.98 metres, before Braun touched 2 
metres last year. 

Gideon hopes that with Improved facilities and expert 
high Jump coaching In Bavaria, he will manage to reach 
the 2.18 metres minimum. 

But even allowing for that at 17 years old Gideon Har- 


mat is In the prime of his athletic development, im- 
proving his jump by those vital six centimetres could 
prove difficult. The fact that it Is the Olympic minimum, 
set by the Israel Sports Federation, may prove a psy- 
chological block. 

However, Harmat had improved so rapidly that he may 
possess a bidden, talent far beyond what had emerged so 
far. Improving high Jump performances by 12 cen- 
timetres In less than a year is like knocking 12 seconds off 
one's mile record. Harmat's coach Ta&cov Barenstein 
sees his protege as a 2.20 metre jumper — **and he may 
even go higher." 


Harmat’s Israel record Jump of 2.10 metres would have 
won him a gold medal In the 1B52 Olympiad in Helsinki 
and gained him a bronze medal in 1808. But to get a medal 
In Moscow, a high jumper will most likely have to clear at 
least 2.80 metres. 

To compare Harmat to current world record holder 
Vladimir Vashchenko of the USSR would hardly be fair to 
the kibbutz nik, who only started to train seriously this 
year. At the age of 16, Vashchenko's best Jump was 2,12 
metres but at 17 he had already cleared 2.22 metres. 
Poland's Jasek Wascyla won the Montreal Olympics with 
a jump of 2.28 metres. 


H&rm&t'a jump cannot be described as one of the 
classical styles. It is a curved run up, head and shoulders 
first over the bar effort.

The nerve-wracking situation 
created- by traffic jams, combined 
with nervous, ovOTirorked drivers 
and hot shoving passengers won’t be 
improved by adding more buses, the 
Egged officials said. 

They called for shortened bus 
routes — Ideally from 20 minutes to 
seven — calling the addition of buses 
now "like stuffing two pieces of 
bread Into one mouth." Public 
relations director Tzlon Albaz ex- 
plained that adding buses to Egged's 
fleet under current highway con- 
ditions would only increase conges- 
tion. . 

Bat the expansion of highways and 
the creation of special bus lanes 
- oould maker a larger-fleet both -possi- 
ble and advantageous, Albik - ex- 
plained. -. 

..The Egged staffers blamed traffic 
Jams on narrow roads and highways, 
complaining that engineers planning 
new routes after the 1967 Six Day 
War failed to take into account the 
size of future buses and the popula- 
tion explosion the unification of 
Jerusalem meant for the capital's 
transport system. 

Competition for road space 
between gubHc and private vehicles 


is another problem:. One solution that 
has been repeatedly proposed by 
Egged and just as repeatedly re- 
- jected by the government is the crea- 
tion of special bub lanes in heavily 
traversed areas. 

According to Jerusalem road com- 
ptroller Mosbe Batzral, limited 
funds'h&ve made It impossible to im- 
plement necessary measures. Tet 
those same measures that prove too 
expensive, have been called by Egg- 
ed officials “a major contribution to 
road safety." 

Batzral points to two bus lanes that 
have been added to the city’s 
transport network on Sderot Harxl 
and Rehov T&fo, where buses travel 
in both directions while private 
vehicles are limited to one-way traf- 
fic. 

But a Transport Ministry plan to 
convert the entire length of 
Jerusalem's major thoroughfare, 
Rehov Tafo, into two-way bus lanes, 
has been so far stymied by a lack of 
funds from the municipality. 

'The government is not brave 
enough to act against the will of 
private car-owners who oppose the 
addition of bus lanes," according to 
E&ged ^chiefs Rosenberg and-Levy- 
' "Before' something is done, we must 
overcome polltioal barriers 
presented by car-owners," Levy 
said. 

Shlomo Levine, one of the leaders 
in Egged's "Mafneh" opposition, 
regrets that the bus lane proposal is 
not being taken seriously because 
"in the end, a majority of the public 
would greatly benefit." 

The addition of route te rminals or 
rest stops at the end of each boa line 
would also strengthen Egged's ser-

TEL AVIV. — In the first four 
months of this year, there were 6.403 
accidents on the country's roads that 
left 249 people dead and hundreds 
more injured. 

Tfcia astonishing total actually 
represents a slight decrease com- 
pared to last year's 6.918 accidents. 
But, according to Nathan Tel-Nir, 
the director general of the Council 
for -the Prevention of Acddenta, the 
dangerous period of the year is just 
beginning. 

“Our figures prove that there are 
significantly more accidents in the 
summer months," be said. 

Despite the council's efforts to 
make people aware of the dangers, 
Tel-Nir is not optimistic that a 

significant redaction In the present 
rate of carnage can he achieved un- 
less a radical new attitude 1s adopted 
by the government towards accident 
prevention. 

“We are a voluntary organization, 
founded almost totally out of 
membership fees and private con- 
tributions." be explained. “Although 

we have some 140,000 registered 
members, there la a limit to what we 
can do without substantial financial 
backing.” 

According to Tel-Nir, there are at 
least six major areas that need to be 
.worked on if a real reduction in the 
accident rate is to be achieved. 

First, standards of driving must be 
raised. "Our present test is a 
mockery. It may have been suitable 
for road conditions 30 years ago but 
now, it's hopelessly out of date. It 
doesn’t teach drivers how to behave 
on a motorway." 


Secondly, the standards of the 
roads themselves are inadequate. 

"Many roads are In a pitiful condi- 
tion. Others are not suited for the 
volume of traffic they now carry and 
the extra pressure causes ac- 
cidents,” Tel-Nir asserted. 

Third, there is the question of sign- 
posts. Tel-Nir pointed to the 
notorious example “-of the Plugot 
Junction where countless accidents 
have occurred as motorists ap- 
proached it, unaware that a Junction 
was ahead because the signposting is 
so poor. 

Another reason for accidents is the 
fact that cars are kept for so long in 
this country. "Because cars are so . 
expensive, there are all sorts of junk 


heaps on the road that should have 
been scrapped years ago. 

"A single mlafunction of a car part 
can cause a death." 

Two additional factors are linked: 
The level of punishments for the in- 
fringement of traffic laws and the 
willingness of the police to enforce 
the laws at ail. In both these areas, 
Tel-Nir Is critical of the current 
situation. 

“What is needed is a serious effort 
to tackle these problems at their 
root," he stressed. "At the moment, 
unfortunately, I really do not see any 
evidence of willpower at the policy 
making levels to put into accident 
prevention the kind of money that ia 
needed"

vice considerably, according to all 
the Egged spokesmen. 

"One cup of coffee at the end of a 
driver’s run can really provide the 
extra lift a driver needs before con- 
tinuing his run,” said Levine. 
Veteran driver Levine strongly 
believes that the provision of bus ter- 
minals would have a positive effect 
on drivers. Being more relaxed, 
driven are more likely to be patient 
with passengers during the hot 
summer. 

Two other issues that deserve 
serious attention are energy conser- 
vation and manpower. 

The energy crisis has tempted 
many people to leave their car at 
home and use public transport to get 
around — but many refrain from do- 
ing so because of the cooperative's 
image. 

The cooperative has placed orders 
for some 2,500 new buses that will be 
on the road within the next five 
yean. According to Egged officials, 
the new vehicles are more energy ef- 
ficient, 20 per cent more spadioua, 
less polluting, and air conditioned. 

The manpower issue, which la felt 
throughout the country, ia also hit- 
ting bard at Egged. Levy criticises the 
barrage of psychological testing that 
prospective driven must face before 
employment, but at the same time

The Chicago 
parking game 

CHICAGO (AP). — Laurence Daw- 
son ran up a bill of $83,000 last year 
while playing chess and backgam- 
mon in a North Side game room. But 
it wasn’t gambling that got him in 
trouble with Chicago police. 

The trouble was parking. He ac- 
cumulated 814 unpaid tickets. 

Dawson went before a traffic court 
judge this mopth and. abruptly 
changed his plea from guilty to inyao-.

He 
said be took note of the growing 
number, but figured he would be 
notified with an ultimatum before 
the total became too great. 

"I was thinking they'd send 
around a notice, you know, but 1 
never got anything until the police 
came here with a warrant for my 
arrest," he said. 

“I didn’t pay any attention to the 
tickets because Z just thought the 
police were too busy catching stlck- 
up men and murderers to spend time 
chasing down traffic tickets."

Using the ‘carrot 
and stick’ to cut 
road accidents

Traffic accidents and moving 
violations in the army can be reduc- 
ed drastically, according to a senior 
IDF commander in Sinai, even if it • 
causes some temporary resentment 
among officers and men. 

The officer told President Yitzhak 
Navon during hla recent visit to 8inai 
military installations that hia 
soldiers have the lowest vehicle to 
accident ratio in Sinai. 

According to the commander, the 
best way to reduce the plague of ac- 
" cidents in the army is by the carrot 
and stick combination:' 

“No one can use an army vehicle 
unless he has a special licence that is 
given for only a specific kind of 
vehicle"* he told The Jerusalem 
Post. In addition, the commander 
has lowered all maximum speed 
limits by 10 kph and prohibited wide- 
bodied vehicles from being driven on 
narrow roads. 

"We’re most strict with officers In 
the permanent army who are caught 
with traffic violations. And any of- 
ficer involved in a serious accident — 
whether guilty or not — has his 
licence suspended for three months." 

If an officer is caught driving over 
the.speed limit, his car Is taken away 
for a month. 

■Good .driving habits are en- 
couraged by monthly assemblies of 
army drivers and by awards of extra 
leaves to those with the best records. 

"Being strict doesn't make you 
popular at first." notes the com- 
mander as he proudly produces 
graphs of statistics about safety, 
■'but soldiers eventually realize that 
it is for their own good."

The observer cannot make the 
driver stop and identify himself, but 
police said that they will “take very 
seriously" any reports made by the 
council's authorized traffic staff.

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Economy — a ‘powder keg’

TEL AVIV, — The economic powder 
keg Israel is sitting on is going to 
How up within two or three years, 
unless drastic steps are taken im- 
mediately, Avner Ben-Yak ar, chair- 
man ol the Federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce, said 
yesterday In revealing an overall 
plan “to dampen the powder in the 
keg before It blows us all sky Ugh, 
causing mass unemployment.” 

. The plan, drawn up with the help of 
Zvi Amit, dlrectdr-general of the 
Federation, was to be presented first 
to Prime Minister MenaJhem Begin 
earlier this week, but due to his 01- 
ness "and the seriousness of the 
situation" it was decided to make It 
public. 

The main thrust of the programme 
is an immediate and complete freeze 
in taxes, wages, and prices as a 
means to “throw a bucket of Ice cold 
water on the economy so It would 
cool off and atop the self- 
perpetuation of the Inflationary 
spiral." 

During this freeze, a series of steps 
would be taken to "reverse the psy- 
chological buying spree the country 
is now engaged In, thus slowing down 
the inflationary spiral until prices 
stabilized, or even fell." 

One of the first steps to he taken 


would be to announce the gradual 
reduction of taxes on thirty Items. 
"Persons rushingout to buy today to 
preserve the value of their money, 
will think twice, and reach the con- 
clusion that they can save money by 
buying In three months, or six 
months," Ben-Yakar said. "Tax- 
collections are running £L20b. 
ahead of expectations, so this money 
could be tapped." 

Instead of increasing the Cost-of- 
Living allowance to meet rising 
costs, "Income and other taxes Im- 
posed on bread-winners, would be 
reduced." Consumers would have 
the same purchasing power, and 
prices would not be forced up by in- 
creasing production costs and sales 
prices which autonmatlcally follows 
each payment of the C-o-L 
allowance. 

A third step would be to see that 
"persons who invest in productive 
enterprises are assured by the 
authorities that they will preserve 
the value of their money — just as if 
they were buying government linked 
bonds." Thus, production would rise, 
prices would fall, and the govern- 
ment would not be saddled with an 
ever increasing Internal debt due to 
the repayment of the linked bonds. 

Ben-Takar wanted all these 
suggestions, and others which the 
Federation was working out. 


guaranteed by a "social contract" 
reached between the government, 
the Hlstadrut and the Coordinating 
Committee of Economic 
Organizations. 

Meanwhile, while all these steps 
were being taken, he wanted to do 
away with the main causes of infla- 
tion. This would consist of stopping 
the government’s continual pumping 
of money Into the economy through 
unbalanced budgets, and bringing 
the subterranean economy, with Its 
huge quantities of black capital, un- 
der control. • 

He wanted ways and means devis- 
ed so that this black capital would 
return to the "economy above 
ground,” but admitted that he did 
not know how this could be done. But 
■ meanwhile he wanted the authorities 
to continue to crack down on tax- 
dodgers — "which they are doing 
with greater success than any 
previous administration,” he said. 

Other steps would be taken to do 
away with hidden unemployment "in 
all sectors, not only the services." 
Ben-Yakar felt that it was no crime 
to "fire a person and retrain him for 
a different job" in an economy 
whose Industries were begging for 
hands. 

Other suggestions included higher 
pay for higher production, more ef- 
ficiency, and worker mobility. 


Carter chooses ‘foe of inflation’ 
as new head of Federal Reserve 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday named 
leading New York banker Paul 
Volcker as the new chief of the U.S. 
central bank and described him as a 
man determined to fight inflation. 

Volcker ia president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. If con- 
firmed by the Senate, he will become 
chairman of. the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board'. 

Carter said in a statement that 
Velcker shared his own determina- 
tion to fight Inflation and ensure a 
strong dollar overseas. The dollar 
has taken a battering recently on the 
world’s foreign exchange markets as 
dealers -express anxiety about the 
American economy. 

The previous chairman of the 
Federal Reserve. William Miller, 
was named last week to replace 
Michael Blumenthal as Treasury 
Secretary In the president’s reshuf- 
fle of his cabinet. 

“Mr. Volcker has broad economic 
and financial experience and enjoys 
ah outstanding' international: 
reputation," Carter said. 

“Volcker served' as deputy un- 
dersecretary of the treasury for 
monetary affairs from 1963 to 1969 
and undersecretary for monetary af- 
fairs from 1969 to 1974. He was vice- 


president of Chase Manhattan Bank 
and Its director of planning from I960 
to 1969. 

White House officials held a 
background briefing for foreign cor- 
respondents on Tuesday to assure 
them there would be "no change” in. 
U.S. economic policy. The officials 
also Insisted that Carter would not 
permit politics to Interfere with his 
economic policies. 

The announcement brought im- 
mediate praise from Capitol Hill. 
Chairman Henry Renas (Dem.- 
Wlsconstn) of the House Banking, 
Finance and Urban Affairs Com- 
mittee said, "Volcker Is an excellent 
choice. International bankers being 
what they are, his appointment 
should quiet the dollar by noon 
today.*' 

In fact, both the dollar and stock 
prices gained ground immediately 
after the announcement of the 
Volcker nomination. 

"The dollar has picked up a little 
hit, but nothing dramatic,** said one 
New York foreign. exchange.. trader. 
"The initial reaction seems to-be 
favourable." 

"He (Carter) could have made a 
political choice but he didn't. He 
chose the right man — the best of all 
the possible choices," said one stock 


market analyst, Larry Wachtel of 
the Wall Street firm of Bache Halsey 
Stuart Shields. 

Miller called Volcker ’s selection 
"an excellent choice” and said It 
"guarantees continuity in the con- 
. duct of the nation’s monetary policy, 
and provides a recognized 
leadership that is required if we are 
to assure a sound dollar Inter- 
nationally...." 

The chairman of the Federal 
Reserve presides over the seven- 
member board, whose respon- 
sibilities include regulating a major 
portion of the nation's banking 
system, supervising the money supp- 
ly and determining the level of some 
interest rates in the economy. 

It is the control over the nation’s 
money supply that gives the board 
its greatest influence over the 
economy. If it decides on rapid 
growth of the money supply, it usual- 
ly means the economy will expand, 
but with a greater risk of inflation. 

If it decides to restrain money 
: growth, it means the economy 
« probably will grow, mare slowly, or 
- not at all, while- Inflation is more* 
easily controlled. The Fed In recent 
months has been aiming for 
moderate gro wth of the money supp- 
ly. (Reuter, UPI) 


Switzerland richest state, Israel 27th 


ZURICH (AP) . — The slump of the 
dollar made the U.S. slip to eighth 
place last year in a list of the world's 
wealthiest countries complied an- 
nually by Union Bank of 
Switzerland. Israel was in 27th 
place. 

011-rich Kuwait, whose currency Is 


linked to the dollar, had to yield to 
Switzerland the front position on the 
survey of 68 countries with a per 
capita gross national product of 
more than $1,200. . 

Union Bank said the combined 
gross national product — the total of 
goods and services produced by their 
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national economies — of the 68 coun- 
tries added up to $7, 790b. It said that 
these countries, with a share of 86 
per cent of the world population, 
produced about 90 per cent of the es- 
timated global economic output in 
1978. ‘ 

Analysts emphasized that conver- 
sion into dollars at the median 1978 
exchange rate of figures baaed on 
national currencies made com- 
parisons "problematical” and did 
not necessarily reflect the purchase 
power. 

Based on GNF at market prices, 
the Swiss per capita figure was $13,- 
863 last year, according to the sur- 
vey, followed by -Kuwait $18,000, 
Denmark $10,948 and Sweden $10,- 
440. 

West Germany, eighth in 1977, 
overtook the U.S. last year and mov- 
ed into fifth position, largely because 
of the firmer mark, at $10,418. 

Belgium, at $9,939, and Norway at 
$9,849, also preceded the U.S., at $9,- 
646.

$9,380, U .Luxembourg $9,820, 12.

IDB shows gain of 68 per cent

of IDB Bankholding yesterday, the 
balance sheet showed a gain of 68 per 
cent to total Kdl9.8b. 

Net after-tax profits climbed by a 
similar percentage and stood at 
IL628m. The profit per each IL20 
share, taking Into account full dilu- 
tion, was IL10.73. 

In its report, IDB points out that its 
shares are currently trading on the 
Tel Aviv Exchange at a relatively 
low price/earnings multiple when 
compared to other shares In the com- 
mercial bank group.

Productivity Institute says

TEL AVIV. — A "hidden*’ subsidy of 
some- IL25b. was provided to the 
country's business sector In 1978, 
constituting some 3 per cent of the 
country's gross national product. 

This emerged yesterday in a press 
conference held here by the Produc- 
tivity Institute to mark the publica- 
tion of its annual report for the year 
1978. 

According to Yisrael Medan, ac- 
ting chairman of the Institute, this 
"massive subsidy” to capital has so 
far not appeared In any of the state’s 
official statistics. The exact figure is 
also not included in the Institute's 
report because of what Medan term- 
ed "professional methodological, 
differences” between various of the 
Institute’s statisticians over the ex- - 
act size of the subsidy. 

Medan denied that there were any 
political pressures to cover up' the 
size of the subsidy. "There are 
professional disagreements and so a . 

New products 

Gar theft. — A British firm has 
developed an item which should go 
over well In Israel — a new device to 
prevent car thefts. It is an electronic 
security system which detects any 
drop In the battery's voltage, as 
small as the drop caused by opening 
the door and activating the door- 
light, as well as disconnecting the 
battery, or trying to operate the car. 
When the voltage drops, the alarm, a 
high pitched, oscillating noise, will 
sound and, hopefully, scare away the 
thieves. It takes only 49 minutes to 
install. 

Cancer. — A new technique for the 
destruction -of cancerous tumours by 
electrical means has been developed 
by a Swedish hospital. The method 
has been tested with positive results 
on 20 tumours in 16 patients during 
one year. A thin platinum electrode 
la Introduced into the tumour and an 
Identical electrode is then inserted 
Into the surrounding tissue, and a 10 
volt current Is sent between the elec- 
trodes, "completely destroying" the 
tumour within one to four hours. The 
damage to the healthy tissue subse- 
quently heals, leaving a scar. The in- 
ventors stress that the- method 
should be seen as a complement to 
conventional methods rather than as 
an alternative. 

Babies. — An immovable feeding 
dish for Infanta, which will not lift, 
tilt, or' slide when handled by the 
child, has been invented by an 
American firm to help youngsters 
learn how to feed themselves. •

Dr. Moshe Sikron, -chief statisti- 
cian at the Institute, was more exact 
in his estimate, placing the figure at 
"H£5b, or very near to it.” 

The subsidy has arisen as a result 
of the galloping Inflation of recent 
years, with Industry enjoying cheap 
credit at low interest rates. "Under 
present conditions, these terms turn 
into a massive grant," Sikron 
declared. At a time when the govern- 
ment Is pursuing a policy of gradual 
elimin a t ion of subsidies, this figure 
would seem to have additional 
relevance, he said. 

The annual report Indicated a rise 
in total labour productivity of some 2 
per cent for 1978, with the main port 
of the Improvement coming In the in- 
dustrial sector. In industry, produc- 
tion was 6.4 per cent above the figure 
for 1977, while only 0 J2 per cent more 
hours were worked, leaving a total 
increase in labour productivity of 6.2 
per cent. This Is a continuation of the 
tendency for productivity to rise, 
reflected in the statistics since 1976. 

In agriculture and building, 
productivity was more or less un- 
changed. Agricultural production 
was 6.8 per cent up, but almost all 
this came as -a direct result of a 6.6 
"per cent Increase in the number of 
hours worked. In building, produc- 
tion fell by 0.3 per cent and 0.6 per 
cent less hours were worked.

TEL AVIV. — The authorities should 
decide If the diamond Industry con- 
stitutes an asset or a liability to 
Israel's economy, Dan Bawly. a Tel 
Aviv certified public accountant, 
and as active member of the Shai 
political party, told The Jerusalem 
PMt, in a recent interview. 

Bawly was outlining policies he 
would like adopted if Israel's 
economy was to get out of its present 
financial plight and get on a solid 
economic footing. 

One such move would be to 
eliminate, or reduce to the utmost, 
the country's ‘'subterranean'* 
business economy, which he es- 
timates, accounts far up to one-third 
of Israel's economy. 

"Tbls sector' pays little or no in- 
come and other taxes," he stressed. 

Bawly admitted that government 
statistics show that the diamond in- 
dustry brings in several hundred 
million dollars every year in added 
value above the huge sums It pays 
out for raw stones. 

"However, the diamond Industry, 
in all or In part, belongs to Israel's 
underground economy. The 
merchants say they cannot keep 
books since their sales are to persons 
who will refuse to buy diamonds If 
their names are registered in any 
company's books. Thus, they cannot 
maintain proper documentation," he 
said. 

"This Is why they are fighting such 
a desperate rearguard action 
against keeping books. In no place In 
the free world,” Bawly admits, 
however, is the diamond . Industry 
geared to participate In a high-tax, 
fully controlled social welfare 
economy. 

1 ‘Even abroad, where they do have 
to keep books, I've been reliably In- 
formed by those in the business that 
the hooka are fiddled with." 

Although the money the govern- 
ment loses in income and other taxes 
from the diamond industry is con- 
siderable. he aaya, the worst thing la 
not this specific loss, but the fact that 
many other entrepreneurs use the 
diamond merchants as an excuse for 
their own tax-dodging activities. 

Thus, the Introduction of an 
overall comprehensive tax system 
cannot ignore the diamond 
merchants. 

"We must risk the fact that part of 
the diamond industry will opt to 
leave the country If they must pay 
honest taxes. However, the country's 
entire economy would benefit from 
oolleoting proper taxes from 
everybody, and this would be possi- 
ble once the excuse of the diamond 
merchants Is out of the way. 

Turning to the government budget, 
Bawly charges It is entirely cock- 
eyed. 

"It was based on an Inflationary 
rate of 30 to 40 per cent in the current 
1979/80 fiscal year. But Inflation 
evidently hovers about the 100 per 
cent mark. If not more. No practical 
steps have been taken to rectify this 
huge discrepancy.”

Gafny says Israel needs 
18 months to cure economy

HAIFA. — Bank of Israel Governor 
Amon Gafni said yesterday that foe 
- country needs a ye ar-and-a-half to 
"cure" the economy. 

In a speech to the Haifa Rotary 
Club the Governor said that the 
country's, adequate currency 
reserves and the ability of its people 
will make it possible to Improve the 
ailing economy, provided a cure Is 
undertaken. We have- about 18 
months to do It, he said. 

However the longer the cure ia.- 
poatponed the more painful it will be,

Gafni noted that despite Inflation, 
exports are still- going up at a real 
rate of 10 per cent annually,- because 
their profitability has not declined. 
But imports have also grown rapid- 
ly, partly due tathe demand created 
by economic growth.

$2 .7b .'.-Gafni noted. At the same-time

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Kupat Holim decides 
to increase dues 


More oil companies show 
big profit increases

TEL AVIV. — Kupat Holim 
members will soon start paying 
higher dues, perhaps on October 1. 

■ A decision to raise the members' 
dues, as well as . the parallel tax 
(which employers pay), was taken 
yesterday by the national council 
(an enlarged supervisory com- 
mittee) of the sick fund which met to 
discuss the organization’s 
rr. 14, 410m. budget for 1979/80, which 
was already passed by the central 
committee. 

The actual increase in dues and 
the employers tax will have to be ap- 
proved by the Histadrut. 

Members dues will be Increased 
by raising the “ceiling," on which 
members pay 4.15 per cent, from 
Hj 8,000 to 3102,000. This should bring 
in an additional ILSOOm. 

The parallel (or employers) tax 
will be raised from 3.95 per cent to 5 
per cent of the total wage. This 
should bring in an additional 
Djgeom., and these two sums, plus 
ILl, 670m. which Kupat Holim ex- 
pects the government to pay at a 
later date, due to higher wages paid 
Kupat Holim employees, .will bring 
in IL2,93Qm>, a sum needed to 
balance the budget of HA4. 410m. 

The national council yesterday 
also thanked the government for 
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recently forwarding the ILl, 320m. it 
had promised to pay for the budget 
for the J978/79 fiscal year, which 
stood at IL6,900m., thus averting a 
severe financial crisis in Kupat 
Holim. 

The biggest chunk of the budget, 
IL6,700xn., goes to pay the salaries of 
the Kupat Holim employees. 

This is followed by IL6,3l3m. for 
“medical services," which Include 
not only delivering medical help in 
the clinics, but also in the hospitals. 
Of this, IL2,57Bm. will go to provide 

1.138.000 “hospital days" In Kupat 
Holim hospitals at' an average of 
H£,267 a day and IL2,24Sm.' will goto 
provide 1,012,000 “hospital days" in 
non-Kupat Holim hospitals, at the 
rate of 112,218 a day. Moreover, 
another 'ILSlfim. Is earmarked for 

368.000 hospital days ln either one of 
these hospitals, again at ZL2.218 a 
day. 

It was noted that Kupat Holim was 
making desperate efforts to lessen 
these 368,000 days but past ex- 
perience showed that despite all ef- 
forts, It would be wise to budget for 
this eventually. 

The third largest sum, ILl, 477m., 
is earmarked for medicines. The 
fourth largest category is paying 
back ILl, 197m. in loans or Interest 
on these loans, followed by ILa f i63m. 
for expenses connected with 
providing technical and other ser- 
vices for the hospitals and clinics, 
With ILfiOSm . going for ad- 
ministrative purposes. The rest Is 
miscellaneous items, including 
reserves for future unexpected ex- 
penses. 

Although the Kupat Holim popula- 
tion (dues-paying members and 
their families) is .expected to In- 
crease by 2.75 per cent to 2,800 . 000 
persons, there will be an absolute 
freeze in manpower which will re- 
main at 22.305 full-time posts. In- 
cluding doctosa. nurses, technicians 
aad clerks.

NEW YORK (AP). — The list of big 
increases in oil company profits was 
extended Tuesday, with Gulf Oil Co. 
reporting a 65 -per cent rise ln, 
second-quarter, profits and Standard 
Oil Co. of Ohio (Sohio) reporting a 70 
per cent boost. 

The announcements came a day 
after those of Standard Oil Co. (In- • 
dl'ana), which reported a 36 per cent 
profit jump, aad giant Exxon Corp., 
which had a profit increase of 20 per 
cent in the second quarter, slightly 
below some analysts' predictions. 

Pittsburgh-based Gulf, the fifth- 
largest U.S. oil company, earned 
5291m. or 51.49 a share, in the second 
quarter, compared with 5176m., or 90 
cents a share, in the same quarter a 
year ago. Revenues rose to 56.1b. in 
the quarter from 54.7b. 

In the first half, Gulf’s earnings 
were 5&40m.. or 52.77 a share, up 
from 5337m., or 51.73 a share, a year 
ago. Revenue in the half rose to 
511.7b. from 59.6b. 


For Sohio. based in Cleveland and 
ranked 14th among U.S. oil com- 
panies, second-quarter earnings 
were 5201.4m., or 51.68 a share, com- 
pared with net income of 5118.4m.. or 
51.03 a share, a year ago. Sales rose 
to 51.82b. from 51.33b. In the year- 
earller period. 

Sohio reported first-half earnings 
of 5368.9m. . or 53.07 a share, up from 
53.60m., or 53.51 a share, a year ago. 
Sales in the half were 53.5b., up from 
52.4b. a year ago. 

Gulf said most of Its profit resulted 
from gains in foreign operations, 
echoing reasons given by Exxon and 
Amoco Monday ln announcing their 
higher profits. Overseas petroleum 
sales do not come under the price 
controls faced by the 'companies in 
sales in tbe U.S. 

As a result, analysts Bald, profits 
from domestic operations were held 
down because prices weren't raised 
as quickly as costs went up. 


PARIS I AP) . — The French govern- 
ment is considering grounding Air. 
France's Concorde supersonic air- 
liners because of mounting 
operating costs as a result of the 
latest oil price Increases, the 
business newspaper "Lea Echos" 
reported yesterday. 

Air France, which operates four of 
the- money-losing airliners, said in a 
statement that it was not aware of 
any such intention on the part of the 
government, which Is the airline's 
sole owner. Comments from the 
Transport Ministry and the Civil 
Aviation Authority were not im- 
mediately available. 

Tbe airline said its Concorde 
flights were 72.3 per cent full on the 
Paris-New York route during the 
first 6 months of this year, 70.1 per 
cent on Paris-Rio de Janeiro flights 
and 44.3- per cent on the Paris- 
Caracas route. But the government 
still gives Air France a subsidy of 
some 523m. a year (or Concorde 
operations. 

British Airways operates five Con- 
cordes and in London the airline said 
it intends to keep on flying them 
despite the huge increase in fuel 
costs. 


Asked about tbe Paris report. Bill 
Stevens, chief press officer for 
British Airways, said, “We have no 
such plans. Fuel is costing 80 per 
cent more now than it did last year, 
but our Concordes are only five air- 
craft out of our 200."

Dollar slows decline 
in money markets 


LONDON (UPI). — President 
Carter's appointment of anew chair- 
man for tiie U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board and prospects of a new U.S. 
energy statement yesterday slowed 
the decline of the dollar on most 
European money markets and 
helped lower the price of gold. 

Gold closed at 5304.750 an ounce in 
Zurich and 5303.875 an ounce ln Lon- 
don, down from Tuesday’s close of 
5305.875 an ounce on both markets. 

The decline in gold prices and the 
slow rise in the dollar came after 
Carter named Paul Volcker to head 
the Federal Reserve Board. But 
dealers in some European markets 
said Volcker ’s appointment came 
too late ln the day to seriously affect 
the dollar and the greatest Impact 
would be felt today. 

The dollar closed higher on money 
markets from Tokyo to London, but 
dipped slightly In Brussels and 
Milan. 


France may ground Concordes 
because of higher fuel costs 
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In Brussels, the dollar closed at 
30.140 Belgian francs compared with 
Tuesday's close of 30.295 francs and 
Wednesday's opening of 30.275 
francs. 

The dollar closed trading yester- 
day in Tokyo at 214.75 yen, up from 
Tuesday's 70-day low of 213.95. 
Japanese bankers said traders were 
buying dollars to correct oversold 
positions ahead of Carter's appoint- 
ment. 

The dollar was up a fraction in 
Zurich to 1.6404 Swiss francs from 
1.6325. In Paris, the dollar rose to 
4.22725 French francs from 4.21225, 
and in Amsterdam, the dollar finish- 
ed the day at 1.9970 guilders from 
1.9890. 

The dollar also was up marginally 
in Frankfurt to 1.8163 German 
marks from Tuesday's close of 1 .8105 
marks and In London from 52.3215 
tor the pound from Tuesday's four- 
year high close of 52.3250. 
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Adventures in Washington 


IT MAT BE that the Washington agitation for a revision of 
Security Council Resolution 242 will turn out to have been but a 
storm in a teacup; that the U.S. officials who have been whip- 
ping it up will be told by their superiors to cease and desist, 
without any prompting from Israel. 

But the likelihood Is not very great that this is what will 
happen. The idea of revising Resolution 242 so as to make it 
more palatable to the FLO is not very new. 

The reasoning behind it too, is familiar. The Palestinian issue 
lies at the heart of the Arab-Israel conflict, and the PLO is the 
only effective spokesman for the Palestinian people. Therefore, 
Yasser Arafat’s organization must be involved in the peace 
process. 

This is, however, impossible under 242, which denies the 
Palestinians any status except that of refugees. On the other 
hand, once a recognition- of Palestinian legitimate rights — 
perhaps even specifically their right to self-determination — is 
inserted in the text, the PLO could be induced to endorse the 
resolution and Join the peace talks. 

There is little doubt that such is today the conviction of some 
' very influential persons in Washington, let alone in Paris and 
London. Indirect evidence for this has been provided by the 
State Department’s fulmination against the air force’s attacks 
on terrorist bases in Lebanon earlier this week. 

The message there was clear-cut; Israel must no longer treat 
the problem as military, it must confront the PLO politically. 

Israel's reaction has so far been inaudible. Tet it should not be 
delayed, and when it comes, it should be unequivocal. 

Any attempt to tamper with the delicate structure of 242 is a 
recipe for disaster. The purpose of that text was to restore the 
pre-June 1967 Middle East state system — but in conditions of 
peace. That meant an exchange of recognition between Israel 
and its neighbours as well as a change of the old armistice lines 
into permanent and secure boundaries. 

Palestinian Interests would by implication be secured within 
the restored state system. Thus Jordan would (under 242) be 
free to grant Its Palestinian citizens autonomy, partial or full, in 
any area under its recognized control. Jordan would even be 
free to split in two, one half being Jordanian and the other 
Palestinian. ' 

In any case, the problem, such as it was, was not Israel’s to 
solve. There was not the faintest suggestion around the Security 
Council’s table on November 29. 1967, that Israel’s duty, under 
242, would be to help set up in the territories occupied’ in the 
June war, a PLO regime dedicated, as everyone knew, to the 
destruction of the Jewish State. 

Resolution 242 and the PLO programme are a contradiction in 
terms: they cannot be reconciled. 

It was therefore somewhat pointless for the U.S. to undertake 
not to negotiate with the PLO before it endorsed 242. This, 
however, was the pledge exacted by Israel in lieu of the. 
preferred condition that the PLO should first formally disavow 
its notorious Covenant. For practical purposes, this was 
enough. 

By having 242 revised, in an effort to accommodate the PLO, 
the U.S. would not only be making a travesty of a solemn com- 
mitment. It would be undermining the only acceptable basis for 
a peace -settlement. Indeed, it could even threaten the peace 
treaty with Egypt. 

The argument (which is likely to be adduced) that the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinians have already been 
recognized by Israel at Camp David is fallacious. There is a 
world of difference between such a formula when It is incor- 
- porated in a bilateral Iarael-Egyptian document and when it is 
included in the Security Council text. 

In the latter case, it automatically takes on the meaning of a 
succession of General Assembly resolutions on the “inalienable 
rights” of the Palestinians, designed by the Arabs not as a com- 
plement to but as a substitute for Resolution 242. 

In short, to rewrite 242 is to wreck it. The point must be driven 
home to its friends by Israel. At the same time Israel must be 
ready to demonstrate that it does not Intend to do the same by 
seeking to exclude the Palestinian occupied territories m toto 
from the application of 242.

SERAPHINE PISKO. the field 
secretary of the National Jewish 
Hospital at Denver, Colorado, was 
travelling in Europe in 1904 and 
happened to be In Vienna when, on 
July 3 of that year, a certain funeral 
was held. Mrs. Pisko wrote a 
description of that funeral for the 
“Jewish Outlook" of Denver, and 
now, on the 79th anniversary of the 
event, we'd like to reprint some of 
her report: 

“We arrived In Vienna just in time 
to attend the obsequies of that noted 
Jewish statesman, Theodor Herzl. It 
was a solemn and impressive event, 
and one never to be forgotten. The 
vast concourse of people, the mourn- 
ful pageant, the plaintive chanting of 
the cantor and his choir, the endless 
human chain encircling the hearse, 
the sobbing and the silence, and the 
forlorn hope of it all, were things 
which most held the observer 
spellbound... 

“There was no sermon, agreeable 
to his request, but there welled out 
from out of the hearts of the 
thousands assembled the noblest of 
all sermons — a word of thanks. 
There was not one Zionist or anti- 
Zionist who did not realize, as he was 
bedded to rest, that here was buried 
the last surviving hope of the cause; 
and yet so tenacious is the optimism 
of the Jew that then and there the 
promise was pledged to hold aloft the 
standard and to battle with renewed 
vigour for the conquest of Zion. It 
was a most impressive moment 
when this oath was spoken over the 
open grave. No one who was witness 
to the scene dare affirm that the 
ideal has perished out of Israel. 

"The leadership of this great Jew 
means much more than jye have * 
been led to believe. He has not mere- 


ly created Zionism — which is after 
all an old ideal revivified — he has 
created Son. He has succeeded in 
shaking the very foundations of 
Jewish materialism. He has startled 
'the cynics of the race out of their 
selfish slumbers and has made them 
feel a racial responsibility so vital 
and intense that the entire nation, 
scattered like globules of mercury 
over the face of the earth, were 
reunited at his touch. Even those of 
us who do not believe in the efficacy 
of Zionism and look upon the return 
as the wildest of all utopias, cannot 
fall to recognise that the movement 
has been the greatest regenerative 
factor in the modern history of 
Israel."

ISRAELIS aged 14 to 15 are more 
prejudiced against minorities than 
pupils of the same age in many other 
countries. 

This was reported to the Knesset 
Education Committee recently by 
Prof. Aryeb Levi of Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity’s School of Education. Levi was 
quoting research conducted at 10,000 
schools In 14 developed countries. 

Levi said one of the standard 
questions illuminating prejudice was 
whether minorities should have the 
same rights and privileges as the 
majority. 

Of Israeli pupils in the age group 
studied, 17 per cent would deny 
minorities full rights, compared to 14 
per cent in West Germany, and 
seven per cent in the -U.S. 


Levi also reported that 30 per cent 
of the Israelis questioned believed 
-that senior army officers were en- 
titled to more rights than ordinary 
citizens. 
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The Liberal as Martyr I Dry Bones 
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On the eve of a crucial meeting of the Liberal top com- 
mand, called to consider the party's continued 
membership in the cabinet. Post Political Reporter 
MARK SEGAL talks to Liberal Knesset faction chief 
AVRAHAM SHARIR. 
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HE SCOFFED at Opposition expec- 
tations of the Impending fall of the 
government. The Labour -Party was 
making a whopping mistake by tabl- 
ing a bill for the dispersal of the 
Knesset and calling snap elections, 
said- Avraham Sharir, chairman of 
the Likud Knesset faction declaring: 
“It’s not serious, this gimmick of 
theirs. But at least now we see their 
true face — that of the jackal prey- 
ing on what it imagines to be the 
body of a dying government." 

The Llkus caucus chief found 
Labour’s timing to be most unfor- 
tunate . (during Premier Begin r a 
hospitalisation), which certainly did 
not add dignity to their latest move. 
The very mention of the Labour in- 
itiative led Sharir to lose his 
customary amiability: “Do they 
really think the public has such a 
short memory? The idea of retur- 
ning Labour to power after only a 
relief of two years is quite un- 
thinkable. Believe me, there are 
quite a number of Labour MKs who 
think so, too." 

What Sharir found most revealing 
was that only a few months ago, 
when he proposed the calling of early 
elections, Allon and other Labour 
Party leaders declined to take up his 
challenge. “Labour has nothing new 
to offer, only the same gallery of old 
familiar faces. The public can ex- 
pect nothing new from them in the 
way of personalities and perfor- 
mance." 

Is the government falling apart? 
Sharir considered my question with 
due gravity. The government is in 
trouble, he said, and its image is suf- 
fering. Sharir said that when he next 
sees the Premier, he would 
paraphrase some advice recently 
given President Carter, which was to 
stop being a manager, and be a 
leader. Sharir would tell Begin: “We 
do have a leader,” (but) "what this 
government requires moat is a 
manager." 

Sharir did not mince words about 
his government's shortcomings: 
“They are not working harmonious- 
ly as & team, as they should. Instead 
of one government, we have 1? In- 
dependent administrations under 
one roof. If you look at the way the 
economy is being run, it is an illusion 
to argue that the Liberals can carry 
out their economic policies more 
effectively in this government than, 
say, under a Labour regime." . 


Why an Illusion? “Because, he 
said, (Finance Minister Slmha) 
Ehrlich was torpedoed by the other 
mi ni sters, inside ' and outside the 
Likud, as well as by his Liberal 
colleagues.” He said this; It was 
dear, with a deep felt sense of pain, 
for Sharir is sensitive to issues of 
loyalty in his troubled party. The 
Liberal front-bencher sincerely 
believes that Ehrlich might have 
made it bad the finance minister had 
the cooperation of his cabinet 
colleagues. "This government

behaves as if we owned the treasures 
of Saudia Arabia and Kuwait. They 
have pursued a spendthrift course, 
giving in to everyone, and forgetting 
the golden rule — everybody’s 
friend, nobody’s friend. They 
haven't established any correlation 
between expenditure and revenue. 
The ministers first decide on spen- 
ding money and then break theft- 
heads over where it will come from. 
That’s the main reason for things be- 
ing so tnngh — raging inflation, & 
deteriorating balance of payments, 
and so forth." 


THE LIBERAL spokesman spoke 
harshly of cabinet inaction on ending 
government subsidies on a range of 
commodities. “I do think that our 
stupidity reached Its highest level in 


the subsidy non-decision. Not only' 
are we subsidizing the food of all 
Jews living in Israel, poor and rich 
alike, but we do the same for two 
million Arabs in Israel and the 
territories, plus many millions more 
in neighbouring countries. Our taxes 
are used to subsidize oil. flour and 
sugar used by Jordanians, Syrians 
' and Saudis. 

“In the present budget we have 
only IL2b. held in reserve to cover 
subsidies, yet because of the 
cabinet’s indecision, we must 
mobilize another IL18b. to cover the 
subsidy bill. Does anyone know 
where the money is coming from? If 
he does, he hasn't let me in on that 
secret.” 

Sharir saw hia party leader in the 
robes of the martyr, as the well- 
intentioned man who was betrayed 
by his adversaries at home. 
“Ehrlich's Liberal policies were cor- 
rect In theory. He revealed great 
courage by introducing his new 
economic policies in November 1977, 
but he waa tripped up by the other 
ministers, who refused to 
collaborate with him. What do we 
have? The continuation of the same 
practices, like subsidles.-as obtained 
under Labour. In this area we have 
seriously failed. If I do criticize 
Ehrlich, it is because be did not 
adopt a tough enough stand towards 
his colleagues." 

Asked whether' the Likud 
government’s record shows success 
for Herat ministries and failure for 
those in Liberal hands, Sharir did not 
take kindly to the implication: "That 
is quite untrue. In foreign policy, we 
brought about tbe success. However, 
we did not enjoy the same level of 
collaboration and cooperation in 
operating our ministries as we 
offered to Begin in bringing about 
the peace treaty. Ehrlich had to 
compromise over everything. On se- 
cond thought, it would be more 
precise to say that it was not so much 
bow Ehrlich operated, but the 
malfunctioning of the government.” 

I brought up the issue of the 
Liberals' attitude to Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, hi Sharft's 
heated reaction to the mention of the 
maverick general’s nkme. I sensed I 
thought the residual scars of 
Sharon’s short, if stormy, passage 
through the Liberal Party. “Sharon 
has proven to be stronger than his 
political power really entities him. - 
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He practises non-Liberal policies, es- 
pecially in land sales. Here we are 
heading for a collision, and the clash 
is pending in the very near future. 
Sharon’s policies are quite alien to 
ours. We won’t tolerate his refusal to 
sell state lands to private persons. 
There can be no compromise in this 
area. One side or the other will have 
to give way." 


.SHARIR WAS understandably reluc- 
tant to go into the details of his nim- 
ble footwork to help keep his party 
intact in the face of a grave internal 
crisis. What I did gather from hia 
party allies was that Sharir remains 
folly in control of the Liberal Party 
machine, which he never actually 
relinquished when he formally gave 
up his post as party secretary- 
general after the May 1977 elections. 
He appears to be closely, coor- 
dinating bis moves with Jewish 
Agency chairman Arye Dulzin, who 
is doing his own level best to knock 
the heads together 'of the warring 
Liberal ministers. Tbe compromise 
to be submitted to today's crucial 
Liberal central committee will have 
theft fingerprints all over it. Dulzin 
and Sharir are the two Liberal per- 
sonalities who have come out un- 
damaged from the present fracas. 

Sharir offered a radical prescrip- 
tion for curing the Liberal Party ills 
— merging with the other parts of 


the Likud. Ministers should - he 
chosen from the Likud at large and 
not according to their factional 
labels. Sharir contended. He dis- 
agreed with the notion that the 
Liberals might be swamped by 
Herat militancy. On the contrary, he 
argued, the Liberals would enjoy 
much more Influence in a united par- : 
ty. At the same time he revealed con- 
siderable Impatience with »■ 
colleagues' - penchant for intrigue. 
“We are regrettably reverting to the 
worst days of the General Zionists, 
with cannibalism as the prevailing 
ideology. The General Zionists were 
notorious for destroying their own 
leaders. We have been witnessing an 
attempt , at a repeat performance, 
which must be stopped at all costa... 

I will fight for Ehrlich to become 
chairman of the party (vacant since 
Dr. Rim alt left some years ago). I 
fail to see any other contender in 
view.” 
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A parting Indiscreet question 
produced a cautious response: Dhl X - 
the cabinet reshuffle formula mean "T . 
that Ehrlich would be kicked up* ~ 
stain? “That matter is certainly the * . , 

Premier’s prerogative. I do believe ... 
that Ehrlich should occupy a key 
position In the cabinet, where he .. .

Anyone lisfeningto him should 
have realized how nonsensical It Is 
that the institutions of the state 
should be harnessed, as they now 
are, in the service of perpetuating 
the very doctrine, the .in- 
consequences of which necessitated 
. the national movement and tbe state 
in the first place. . . 

* Henry Kissinger is a case in print. 
Remember the confusion, not to 
speak of the vulgar abuse by some, 
when be came here as the represen- 
tative- of a foreign power. How was 
this possible — people muttered — if 
he Is a Jew? Recently Kissinger 
came ag a i n , this time as a private 
citizen, took Us son to the Wall and 
everyone was very happy; he was a 
“good Jew" after all. Of course, all 


this IS quite irrelevant. Kissinger 
remains an American Just aa 
Kreisky is an Austrian. 

To say this is not to deny that there 
used to be/and in some places there 
still is. a Jewish problem. It is just 
possible that, psychologically speak- 
ing. the two foreign politicians dis- 
cussed here have that problem. I 
nevertheless suggest that to harp on 
that in tbe context of international 
political discourse is not only Imper- 
tinent but also stupid. What good 
ever came to.ua from Ben-Gurion’s 
calling the Rumanian Foreign 
Minister “the daughter of the Rab- 
bi,” or saying of Kreisky, as Begin 
not so long ago did, that “he hates his 
father and mother"? 

Instead of such Inanities, we 
should heed what Kreisky said to us. 
He said, perhaps a bit stiffly but very 
correctly, that his attitude to us is 
that of the Federal. Chancellor of 
Austria. We should get into the habit 
of taking an interest' in him.

Dr. Freedman states that the 
Begin government looks to 
American Jews for support and 
pressure on the American govern- 
ment.

Sir, — Your editorial of July 24 
concerning the planned expropria- 
tion of Beduin land states: “The BBC 
was able to tell the world yesterday 
that land is being seized from the Be- 
duin in Israel (presumably for 
allocation to Jewish settlers), that 
they are to be compensated with 
trifling sums of money, and that they 
are to get no agricultural land in ex- 
change." 

The BBC did not say and did not 
imply any of the above. 

The BBC carried my report, which 
said: 

"The Beduin want sufficient 
arable land and water supply to 
enable them to establish cooperative 
farm settlements similar to those es- 
tablished in the Negev for Israeli 
Jews. This has been refused by the 
government. The proposed legisla- 


tion provides for monetary compen- 
sation ranging from 10 to 65 per cent 
of the value of the land to be ex- 
propriated. Tbe Beduin will be given 
the choice of taking less money and 
receiving ' some agricultural land 
and water, inatead; but the land 
provisions may reasonably be 
described as "minimal” — a quarter 
of an acre of farm land for each 50 
acres of expropriated land, ranging 
up to a maximum of one acre of 
farmland," (Emphasis in the 
original). 

It Is being reported that the 
government is new making changes 
in the proposed legislation; but in 
any event, what I said and what the 
BBC carried -were the facts at the 
Umc of the broadcast, and were not 
reflected in. your editorial.. 
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
